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Poll:  Many 
Palestinians 
back  attacks 
against 
Israelis

A  MAJORITY  of  Palestinians  in 
the  territories  support  terrorist 
attacks  against  Israelis,  a  survey 
indicated  yesterday. 

InapoQ  of  787  Palestinians  on 
.Tuesday,  two  days  after  (he  Beit 
lid  bombing,  53  percent  said 
they  would  like  to  see  more  “mil¬ 
itary  actions”  by  Palestinians. 
Slightly  more  than  one- third  op¬ 
posed  violence,  and  13%  had  no 
opinion. 

The  survey  was  conducted  by 
the  Palestinian  Center  for  Public 
Opinion  and  had  a  margin  of  er¬ 
ror  of  4%. 

Pollster  Nabil  KokaC  said  sop- 
port  among  Palestinians  for  vio¬ 
lence  against  Israelis  has  in¬ 
creased  in  recent  months,  in  part 
because  of  growing  anger  over 
settlement  expansion. 

A  survey  conducted  among  Is* 
raetis  after  the  bombing  showed 
that  50%  favor  halting  talks, 
while  37%  opted  for  continuing 
the  negotiations.  In  the  past;  a 
majority  supported  foe  talks. 

Meanwhile,  the  Gaza-based 
newspaper  AJ-Watan  warned  yes¬ 
terday  that  attacks  against  Israel 
would  continue.  . 

“Israel  only  understands  foe 
language  of  power,”  said  edftor 
Ghazi  Hamad,  who  served  five 
years  in  prison  for  membership  in 
Hamas. 

In  Washington,  US  Secretary 
of  State  Warren  Christopher 
praised  Israel’s  courage  in  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  peace  .talks  and 
pressed  the  Palestinian  Anfoority 
to  “(to  its  part”  to  stop  the  terror. 

“Israelis  must  fer  secure  and 
most  be  reassaredf  lapribly  Apt  ~ 
the  Talestinian  :Antin»riiy  wfddb 
its  parti  in  the  areas  o fifes  osMrid 
to  stop  flie  violence  and  tenij” 
be  told  the  House  International 
Relations  Committee. 

Christopher  urged  that  “de¬ 
spite  the  tragic  violence,  we 
should  not  lose  heart  or  faith  in 
this  process  or  give  in  to  threats  of 
the  enemies  of  peace.”

KadHish  echoes  at  A  uschwitz-Birkenau 


AU SCHWTTZ-BIRKEN AU  -  Carrying  the 
flags  of  more  than  30  countries,  1,500  somber 
visitors  yesterday  retraced  the  footsteps  of 
nearly  3.5  million  Jews  pushed  and  prodded 
to  their  deaths  by  Nazi  thugs. 

They  filed  silently  along  the  rail  track  that 
bore  the  overcrowded  cattle  cars,  past  the 
wooden  barracks  and  tbe  watch towers  of  the 
SS  and  their  dogs. 

The  gathering  -  mostly,  bnt  not  all,  Jewish 
-.  massed  tyy.  the  Auschwxtz-Birkenau  gas 
chambers  and  crematoria  in  a  ceremony  sepa¬ 
rate  from  the  official  events  marking  today’s 
anniversary  of  the  death  camp’s  liberation  by 
the  Soviet  army  oh  January  27,  1945. 

“God  ot  forgiveness,  <fo  not  forgjve  those 
murderer^  of  Jewish  children  here,”  said  No¬ 
bel  laureate  EHe  Wiesel,  who  experienced  the 
Anschwite  horror. 

“Remember  the  nocturnal  processions  of 
dnldren  and  more  children  and  more  chil¬ 
dren,  frightened,  quiet,  so  quiet  and  so 
beautiful.” 

Leading  tbe  march  were  sets  of  twins  who 
survived  some  of  the  worst  horrors  at  the 
hands  of  the  Nazi  Angel  of  Death  “experi¬ 
menter "  Josef  Mengele. 

“Naturally,  we  know  that  there  is  no  collec¬ 
tive  guilt,”  said  Wiesel.  “Only  the  guflty  were 
guilty.  Their  children  are  children.  So  chil¬ 
dren  all  over  the  world,  remember  the  Jewish 
children. 

;  “And  if  you  remember,  as  we  try  ro  remem¬ 
ber,  then,  as  yon  just  heard,  hope  is  possible 
that  because  of  our  memory,  thanks  to  our 
Jewish  memory,  a  better  world  might  be  built 
in  which  children  could  be  happy  ...  Smiling, 
singing,  taking  each  other’s  hands  and  saying 
to  each  other:  ‘Well,  another  morning,  anoth¬ 
er  day.  Another  morning,  another  day,  for

humankind.’  ” 

The  throng  fell  silent  as  the  cantor,  his 
voice  breaking,  intoned  the  names  of  Hitler's 
death  camps  in  a  tribute  to  the  six  million. 

MK  Dov  Shilanslrj  led  the  crowd  of  300 
people  in  reciting  kaddish  over  this  most  hid¬ 
eous  of  Jewish  graveyards. 

“Fifty  years  ago  is  the  day  when  I  regained 
my  freedom  in  Auschwitz,”  said  Maurice 
Goldstein,  head  of  the  International  Commit¬ 
tee  of  10,000  Auschwitz  survivors.  “The 
world  we  are  living  in  now  did  not  meet  our 
expectations.  We  imagined  the  world  to  be 
more  honest,  more  aware  of  justice^  without 
skinheads,  racism. 

“To  forgive  and  forget?  Never!”  he  said  at 
the  end  of  his  speech  at  Jagiellonian  Universi¬ 
ty  in  Krakow,  where  he  attended  President 
Lech  Walesa's  inauguration  of  the  two  days  of 
remembrance. 

The  Jewish  group  who  organized  the  sepa¬ 
rate  religious  service  at  Birkenau  had  been 
angry  that  the  kaddish  was  not  accorded  more 
prominence  in  the  program  for  the  main  anni¬ 
versary  ceremony  planned  today. 

In  Krakow,  50  miles  io  the  east,  Walesa 
said  the  Nazi  invaders  began  the  subjugation 
of  Poland  by  first  imprisoning  professors  from 
the  14th-century  university  where  he  spoke. 

“Books  are  burnt  first,  and  the  authors  of 
those  books  are  imprisoned,  and  then  people 
are  murdered. 

“They  knew  that  a  nation  whose  academic 
and  creative  elite  were  destroyed  would  be 
easier  to  strip  of  the  power  of  resistance, 
easier  to  exterminate,”  he  said. 

Despite  the  controversy  over  Poland's  ar¬ 
rangements  for  the  commemoration,  several 


Jewish  leaders  joined  Walesa,  including  Kal¬ 
man  Sultanik,  deputy  of  the  World  Jewish 
Congress,  who  later  went  to  the  Birkenau 
memorial.  They  reminded  the  world  in 
speeches  that  the  threat  of  racism  and  antise¬ 
mitism  did  not  end  when  Auschwitz  was  liber¬ 
ated,  and  not  even  when  the  Nazis  were 
destroyed. 

Wiesel  skipped  the  university  event. 

Squarely  confronting  Hitler’s  heinous 
crimes,  Germany  yesterday  paid  tribute  to  the 
victims  of  Auschwitz  and  vilified  modern-day 
fascists  who  deny  the  Nazis'  murder  of  six 
million  Jews. 

“The  darkest  and  most  horrific  chapter  of 
German  history  was  written  at  Auschwitz," 
said  Chancellor  Helmut  Kohl.  “It  was  the  low¬ 
est  depth  of  evil  of  which  humans  are  capable.” 

Rita  Suessmutfa,  president  of  Germany’s 
lower  house  of  parliament,  castigated  neo- 
Nazis  and  revisionist  historians  who  have 
been  denying  the  Holocaust. 

“Those  who  want  to  wipe  out  the  traces  of 
Auschwitz  or  deny  Auschwitz  ...  themselves 
become  guilty  by  erasing  [the  victims’]  past 
and  by  taking  away  their  dignity,"  she  said. 
“The  crimes  of  Auschwitz  can  be  compared 
with  nothing  else." 

In  Athens,  Greek  Foreign  Minister  Karolos 
Papoulias  canceled  his  trip  to  Auscbwitz-Bir- 
kenau  because  Polish  authorities  will  raise  the 
flag  of  neighboring  Macedonia  at  the  ceremo¬ 
nies.  “The  symbol  [on  the  flag]  is  Greek  and 
has  been  stolen,"  the  ministry  said. 

The  last  execution  -  and  the  first  justified 
one  -  in  Auschwitz  took  place  on  April  16, 
1947.  The  notorious  camp  commander,  Ru¬ 
dolf  Hoess,  was  sentenced  ro  death  by  a  Pol¬ 
ish  court.  He  was  hanged  at  a  gallows  special¬ 
ly  erected  in  front  of  his  former  office. 


Rabin:  Shas  has  a  week  to  decide  if  it’s  in  or  out 


PRIME  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin 
last  night  demanded  that  Shas 
make  up  its  mind  within  a  week  if 
it  is  joining  the  coalition.  If  not, 
he  said,  its  cabinet  portfolios 
would  be  reassigned. 

At  the  same  time,  he  insisted 
be  was  not  issuing  an  ultimatum. 

Rabin  told  the  Labor  political 
bureau  that  he  expects  Shas  and 
Labor  to  open  negotiations  in 
earnest  next  week. 

There  was  no  panic  in  Shas. 
Knesset  faction  head  Shlomo 
Benizri  noted  that  a  meeting  be¬ 
tween  Shas  and  Labor  has  been 
scheduled  for  Monday,  “so  why 
all  the  noise?” 

Sbas's  joining  the  coalition  is 
dependent  on  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  upholding  the  coalition 
agreement  it  signed  with  Labor, 
which  promises  that  legislation 
will  be  passed  to  circumvent  any 
court  ruling  Shas  deems  as  violat¬ 
ing  the  status  quo  on  religious 
affairs.  The  matter  had  been  be-

fore  the  court  for  nearly  four 
months. 

However.  Shas  has  recently 
been  saying  it  would  drop  this 
special  demand  if  the  govern¬ 
ment  launches  a  construction 
campaign  in  the  communities  sur¬ 
rounding  Jerusalem. 

The  fact  that  the  government 
this  week  decided  not  to  halt  con¬ 


struction  around  Jerusalem  is 
seen  as  a  possible  way  out  for 
Shas,  if  it  really  wants  to  rejoin 
the  coalition. 

On  Tuesday,  Shas  voted 
against  the  government  in  a  no- 
confidence  motion.  It  was  not  the 
first  time  Shas  had  done  so,  but 
Shas  has  also  threatened  to  ac¬ 
tively  join  the  opposition  if  the 
government  does  not  alter  its  pol-

Rabin: 
Settlements 
add  nothing 
to  security

“THE  settlers  are  a  burden  on 
the  IDF.”  Prime  Minister 
Yitzhak  Rabin  complained  at 
yesterday's  weekly  session  of 
the  Labor  Party  political  bu¬ 
reau.  “They  are  making  the 
soldiers'  task  much  more  diffi¬ 
cult.  The  soldiers  would  do  far 
better  in  combatting  terror  if 
they  didn't  have  to  protect 
convoys  of  school  buses  every 
day.” 

Earlier  in  the  day,  settle¬ 
ment  activists  had  placed 
three  trailers  on  hilltops  near 
Ma'aleh  Amos,  and  complet¬ 
ed  a  road  linking  Kochav 
Ya’acov,  near  Jerusalem, 
with  an  adjacent  hill. 

Rabin  further  charged  that  the 
“settlements  add  nothing,  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing,  to  Israel's  securi¬ 
ty.  They  are  a  liability  rather  than 
an  asset." 

When  Peace  Now  leader  Tzali 
Reshef  interrupted  to  ask  why 
the  settlements  are  not  all  dis¬ 
banded  immediately,  Rabin  re¬ 
plied:  “Because  we  need  to  reach 
a  final  peace  settlement  first." 

According  to  Rabin,  “fanatical 
Islamic  suicide  terror  is  Israel's 
No.  1  security  problem.  The 
problem  is  that  those  who  com¬ 
mit^  suicide,  are  ample,  people;, 
tliey  are  dupes  who  are  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  by  bloodthirsty  ma¬ 
nipulators.  They  are  exploited, 
but  being  ordinary  people,  it  is 
hard  to  distinguish  them  in  a 
crowd." 

Sites  within  “sovereign  Israel 
like  Beit  Lid  are  not  chosen  by 
accident.  They  are  the  targets  be¬ 
cause  98  percent  of  all  Israelis 
Jive  there  and  not  in  settlements 
in  the  territories."  Rabin 
asserted. 

He  also  noted,  according  to 
Itim,  that  “the  intermingling  of 
Palestinians  and  Israelis  is  the 
gateway  to  tenor.  I  didn't  mean  a 
fence,  but  separation  -  an  end  to 
Our  economic  dependence  on 
Palestinian  labor,  giving  the  Pal¬ 
estinians  a  chance  to  live  their 
lives  among  themselves,  not  the 
intermingling  the  Likud  tried  to 
enforce  by  placing  settlements  in 
heavily  populated  areas.” 


At  Ma’aJeh  Amos,  some  13 
kilometers  southeast  of  Bethle¬ 
hem,  a  few  dozen  Palestinians, 
claiming  that  the  land  in  ques¬ 
tion  is  theirs,  demonstrated  fol¬ 
lowing  the  setting  up  of  the 
trailers. 

fDF  troops  rushed  to  the 
scene,  and  the  civil  administra¬ 
tion  ordered  work  stopped  on 
two  of  the  trailers,  saying  they 
were  placed  outside  the  settle¬ 
ment's  borders  and  would  be  re¬ 
moved.  The  third  trailer,  a  civil 
administration  spokesman  said, 
was  inside  the  settlement. 

Ma'aleh  Amos  resident  Tuvia 
Schertzman  said  the  move  was 
“an  act  of  defiance  of  the  govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  a  signal  that  we  are 
going  to  build  here  no  matter 
what.” 

But  Mordecai  Alexander,  in 
charge  of  absorption  on  the  set¬ 
tlement,  said  the  act  was  not 
sanctioned  by  the  settlement,  but 
was  carried  out  by  a  few  individ¬ 
uals  acting  contrary  to  the  wishes 
of  the  settlement's  leadership. 
The  setting  up  of  the  trailers  was 
also  not  approved  by  the  Gush 
Etzion  local  council. 

There  are  currently  about  60 
families  in  Ma'aleh  Amos,  about 
60  percent  of  them  US 
immigrants. 

Meanwhile,  three  bulldozers  at 
Kochav  Ya’acov  completed  work 
begun  some  two  weeks  ago  on  a 
road  to  link  that  settlement  with  a 
barren  bill,  half  a  kilometer 
away. 

The  civil  administration  issued 
an  order  to  stop  work  on  the 
road,  but  the  work  had  been 
completed,  and  the  bulldozers 
had  already  left.  A  civil  adminis¬ 
tration  spokesman  said  the  work 
was  “illegal." 

Leaders  of  Kochav  Ya’acov, 
just  east  of  Jerusalem’s  Atarot 
airport,  said  the  settlement  plans 
to  build  some  500  homes  on  the 
hill.  No  such  plans  have  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  government.  Cur¬ 
rently  some  140  families  live  at 
the  site. 

Palestinians  have  recently  re¬ 
ported  dozens  of  recent  trespass¬ 
es  by  settlers  od  private  land.  Jon 
Immanuel  contributed  to  this 
report.

AMMAN  ( AP)  -  King  Hussein  and  Palestin¬ 
ian  leader  Yasser  Arafat  signed  a  broad  eco¬ 
nomic  agreement  yesterday,  ushering  id  a 
new  era  of  cooperation  after  a  strain  in  ties. 

But  an  effort  to  find  a  formula  to  end  their 
dispute  over  Jerusalem  remained  inconclu¬ 
sive,  with  each  side  offering  a  different  evalu¬ 
ation  of  the  outcome  of  that  debate. 

A  Jordanian  cabinet  minister  said  Amman 
considered  the  Jerusalem  issue  settled,  after 
the  Palestinians  indirectly  endorsed  Jordan's 
role  in  administering  religious  sites  there  in  a 
preamble  to  the  cooperation  treaty.  The  min¬ 
ister  refused  to  be  identified  by  name. 

A  spokesman  for  Arafat,  however,  said 
that  was  not  so.  He  told  an  impromptu  news 
conference  that  more  consultations  were 
needed  to  resolve  the  problem. 

“The  agreement  on  cooperation  constitutes 
a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  the  other 
matter  (Jerusalem]  remains  unsettled,"  Nabil 
Abu  Rudeineh  said. 

The  preamble  said:  “The  peace  accord  that 
Jordan  signed  with  Israel  on  October  26  is  an 
important  step  toward  Jordan  regaining  its 
sovereign  rights  ...  And  a  cornerstone  for  the 
other  negotiating  tracks  in  achieving  all  legiti¬ 
mate  Arab  rights.” 

The  Jordanians  interpreted  that  as  Palestin¬ 
ian  acceptance  of  the  Jordan-Israel  peace 
treaty.  That  pact  gave  the  kingdom  a  special 
role  in  caring  for  Islamic  shrines  in  eastern 
Jerusalem. 

In  return.  Jordan  reaffirmed  its  support  for 
the  Palestinian  quest,  and  pledged  to  help  the 
PLO  implement  its  September  1993  self-rale 
agreement  with  Israel  and  establish  the  inde¬ 
pendent  Palestinian  state  the  Palestinians  as¬ 
pire  for. 

fa  two  days  of  talks  with  Arafat  leading  to 
the  signing  of  the  agreement,  Hussein  had 
assured  the  PLO  chairman  that  Jordan  would 
relinquish  its  custody  of  Jerusalem's  Islamic 
shrines  when  the  Palestinians  gain  sovereignty 
over  the  city. 

The  Palestinians  were  enraged  by  the  refer¬ 
ence  to  Jerusalem  in  the  Jordan-Israel  peace 
treaty.  The  PLO  considered  it  an  attempt  to 
undercut  its  quest  for  political  sovereignty 
over  the  city. 

The  economic  cooperation  agreement  was 
signed  by  Arafat  and  Prime  Minister  Zeid  Bin 
Shaker  in  a  brief  ceremony  at  Hussein's  pal¬ 
ace,  It  ended  another  episode  of  strained 
relations.

Boutros-Ghali:  Extend 
UNIFIL  mandate

UN  Secretary-General  Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali  has  recommended 
UNIFIL’s  mandate  be  extended 
by  six  months,  although  it  has 
made  “no  progress”  in  meeting 
its  mandate. 

In  a  report  to  the  Security 
Council  on  Wednesday,  Boutros- 
Ghali  said  UNIFIL  contributed 
to  the  area’s  stability  and  recom¬ 
mended  that  its  mandate  be  ex¬ 
tended  until  July  31.  The  exten- 
aon  is  considered  pro  forma. 

Member  states  owe  more  than 
$203  million  to  the  foioe,  and 
Boutros-Ghali  reiterated  con¬ 
cerns  about  'the  “serious 
shortfalls. 

UNIFIL’s.  financial woes  are 
expected  to  multiply  in  October, 
when  the  US  share  for  afi  peace¬ 
keeping  operations  is  scheduled 
to  drop  from  the  curreat30J5  per¬ 
cent  to  25  percent.  Congress  last- 
year  legislated  the  redaction. 

UN  cost-cutting  measures  al¬ 
ready  are  in  the  works.  When  it. 
takes  up  the  question  of  the  man¬ 


date  next  week,  the  Security 
Council  will  be  proposing  cuts  in 
UNIFIL. 

The  cuts,  which  have  not  yet 
been  made  public,  are  said  to  be 
tinned  at  UNIFIL’s 

administration  and  will  not  affect 
operations.  Ambassador  Gad 
Ya’aeoW  has  been  advised  of  the 
cuts,  and  did  not  object  to  them, 
according  to  Israel's  UN  mission. 

From  July  to  January  20,  Bou¬ 
tros-Ghali  said,  UNIFIL  ob¬ 
served  87  operations  against  the 
IDF  and  what  the  UN  calls  the 
“de  facto  forces ”  —  the  South 
Lebanon  Army  -  “by  armed  ele¬

TWO  followers  of  former 
underground  member  Yehuda 
Etzion  were  detained  by  police 
yesterday,  when  they  smuggled 
utUitot  and  prayer  books  on 
to  the  Temple  Mount  and  began 
praying  near  Al-Aksa  Mosque. 

It  was  the  third  time  in  just 
over  a  month  that  members  of 
Etzion's  new  group,  Hai 
V’kayam,  were  arrested  for 
trying  to  pray- on  the  Mount. 

For  security  reasons,  tbe 
police  -  in  a  long-standing 
‘rypolicy  upheld  on  several 
occasions  by  tbe  High  Court  - 
only  allow  Moslems  to  worship 
on  the  Mount.  Tensions  are 
particularly  high  there  now, 
with  Ramadan  starting  next 
week. 

“Our  fight  for  the  right  to 
Jews  to  pray  on  the  Temple 
Mount  will  continue  in  every 
way  possible,”  Etzion  said.  “We 
will  ignore  the  orders  of  the 
police  and  the  government.” 

The  two  raised  the  suspicions 
of  police  at  the  Mugrabi  Gate, 
bat  were  allowed  onto  the 
Temple  Mount,  accompanied  by 
a  policeman,  after  saying  they 
only  wanted  to  tour  the  holy 
site. 

But  they  pulled  out  tallitot  and 
prayer  books  from  under  their 
shirts  just  outside  Al-Aksa 
Mosque,  and  were  immediately 
arrested.

A  SOLDIER  injured  in  tbe  Beit  Lid 
terrorist  attack  and  believed  to  have 
suffered  permanent  brain  damage  was 
talking  normally  yesterday. 

Neurosurgeons  at  Jerusalem's  Hadassah- 
University  Hospital,  Em  Keren)  said  that 
Assaf  Ben-Or.  who  regained  consciousness 
Wednesday,  suffers  from  little  or  no  brain 
damage  despite  a  number  of  fragments  that 
had  penetrated  his  skull. 

Although'  he  arrived  Sunday  in  very 
serious  condition,  he  is  now  in  satisfactory 
condition  and  out  of  danger.  A  Hadassah 
spokesman,  noted  that  because  most  of  the 
victims  are  young  and  in  excellent  physical 
condition,  they  tend  to  recover  more  quickly 
than  the  average  person.

Twenty-one  other  bomb  victims  remain  in 
seven  hospitals  around  the  country.  One 
soldier  at  Hadassah  is  still  unconscious  and 
in  very  serious  condition;  another  is  in 
serious-bat-stable  condition  with  lung 
injuries  and  a  third  is  in  satisfactory 
condition.

THE  High  Court  of  Justice  yes¬ 
terday  issued  an  interim  injunc¬ 
tion  to  prevent  the  expulsion  of  a 
PLO  major  who  has  worked  as 
one  of  Yasser  Arafat's 
bodyguards. 

Mohammed  Jamil  Isawi  peti¬ 
tioned  the  court,  arguing  that  he 
has  a  legal  permit  to  visit  bis  sister 
in  Jerusalem  and  has  committed 
no  crime  to  justify  his  expulsion. 
The  injunction  will  be  in  force  un¬ 
til  the  final  ruling  on  his  petition. 

Isawi  also  said  that  if  expelled  to 
Jordan,  from  where  he  came,  he 
would  almost  certainly  be  thrown 
into  jail  there,  because  he  has  no 
residency  permit. 

Isawi,  36,  is  a  former  member 
of  Arafat’s  elite  bodyguard, 
known  as  Force  17.  He  is  in  jail  in 
Jerusalem. 

According  to  tbe  petition.  Isawi 
crossed  the  AUenby  Bridge  into 
Israel  on  December  6.  on  a  60-day 
visa.  On  January  16  he  was  arrest¬ 
ed  at  the  Erez  checkpoint  in  Gaza, 
upon  returning  from  a  visit  there, 
on  the  basis  of  an  expulsion  order 
issued  the  previous  day. 

Security  sources  said  Isawi  is  be¬ 
ing  expelled  for  involvement  in  at¬ 
tacks  on  Israeli  civilians  before  the 
Oslo  Accords  were  signed.  They 
also  said  he  had  apparently  en¬ 
tered  using  a  false  name. 

However,  a  copy  of  the  visa  is¬ 
sued  by  Israel,  included  in  his  peti¬ 
tion,  shows  that  it  was  issued  un¬ 
der  his  real  name. 

The  petition  also  noted  that 
Isawi  entered  Israel  on  a  tempo¬ 
rary  Jordanian  passport,  which 


identifies  him  as  a  Jordanian  citi¬ 
zen.  However,  the  petition  said, 
he  is  actually  a  resident  of  Tunis, 
and  this  passport  was  granted  him 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  allowing 
him  to  visit  Israel. 

Isawi  therefore  asked  the  court, 
if  it  did  not  cancel  tbe  expulsion 
order,  to  expel  him  to  Gaza  in¬ 
stead.  If  this  was  also  impossible, 
he  asked  the  court  to  at  least  delay 
the  expulsion  until  the  Palestinian 
Authority  could  clarify  his  case 
with  Israel. 

Isawi  is  one  of  several  Palestin¬ 
ian  officers  residing  in  Tunis 
whom  Israel  refused  to  permit  to 
enter  Gaza,  his  lawyer  said,  and 
the  Palestinians  have  been  nego¬ 
tiating  to  reverse  this  decision.  In 
the  meantime,  they  bad  asked 
that  he  be  allowed  to  visit  his 
sister,  he  said. 

The  official  request  for  the  per¬ 
mit,  however,  came  from  his  sister 
in  Jerusalem. 

Palestinians  said  Israel  had  ar¬ 
rested  the  wrong  man.  They  said 
the  man  Israel  was  seeking  for  at¬ 
tacks  in  the  early  1980s  had  died 
abroad  in  1989. 

But  they  said  Israel  was  not  enti¬ 
tled  to  arrest  and  expel  any  Pales¬ 
tinian  who  entered  the  self-rule 
areas  under  the  peace  deal,  even 
those  involved  in  attacks  that  pre¬ 
ceded  its  signing. 

“If  Isawi  is  expelled,  it  would 
constitute  a  dangerous  precedent, 
because  it  means  that  any  and  all 
of  the  PLO  cadres  can  be  ex¬ 
pelled."  said  Jihad  Qirshali.  a  Fa¬ 
tah  leader.

According  to  the  US  Food  and 
Drug  Administration,  which  re¬ 
leased  an  international  warning 
this  week,  at  least  1.6  percent  of 
those  with  this  type  of  lead  wires 
are  at  risk  of  death  or  serious 
injury  if  the  wire  pops  out  of  its 
plastic  coating  and  punctures  the 
heart  wall: 

Dr.  Avi  livnat,  head  of  the 
ministry's  medical  equipment  de¬ 
partment,  said  yesterday  that  re¬ 
cords  provided  by  Telectronics 
show  that  129  have  been  implant¬ 
ed  .in  patients  here  during  die 
past  eight  years. 

livnat  has  lists  of  the  hospitals, 
which  have  been  asked  to  check, 
their  patient  records  to  see  in 
which  patients  tbe  potentially 
dangerous' wires  were  implanted, 
and  to  contact  them. 

Pacemakers  issue  small  electric 
shocks  to  keep  the  heart  of  pa¬ 
tients  suffering  from  arrhythmia 
beating  at  a  stable  pace.  The  elec¬ 
trodes  carry  the  current  to  tbe 
heart  muscle.  Telectronics''  wires 
were  not  widely  used  here,  said 
Livnat,  because  they  were  more 


expensive  than  those  of  other 
companies. 

Some  25.000  Americans  -  and 
40,500  patients  worldwide  -  are 
bebdved  to*  have  the- potentially 
faulty  pacemaker  wires  in  their 
chests.  The  wires  could  break 
among  12  percent  of  them,  but 
not  all  of  them  will  cause  harm. 

Any  type  of  pacemaker  could 
have  been  connected  to  the  heart 
with  the  possibly  faulty  wires. 
The  defective  Telectronics  mod¬ 
els  are  the  Accnfix  Atrial  “J” 
lead  wires  of  models  330-801, 
329-701,  330-812  and  033-801. 
Two  Americans  with  these  mod¬ 
els  have  died  as  a  result  of  dam¬ 
age  from  the  wires,  raising  the 
alarm  for  the  FDA.  In  these 
cases,  tbe  unfortunate  victims 
bled  to  death. 


A  TENSE  quiet  reigned  in  south

A  rocket  bearing  a  US-made  sat¬ 
ellite  exploded  shortly  after 
launch  yesterday  in  the  latest  set¬ 
back  for  China's  bid  to  become  a 
major  player  id  the  commercial 
satellite  business. 

The  Long  March-2  rocket  lift¬ 
ed  off  at  about  6:38  a.m.  from  the 
Xichang  Satellite  Launching 
Center  in  Sichuan  province, 
about  2,100  km  southwest  of 
Beijing. 

Less  than  two  minutes  after 
clearing  the  launch  pad,  the  satel¬ 
lite  and  rocket  exploded  into 
bright  red  flames,  illuminated 
against  the  stiU-black  sky. 

The  failed  launch  for  the  Hong 
Kong-based  APT  Satellite  Co.  is 
the  latest  in  a  string  of  complica¬ 
tions  in  China's  efforts  to  enter 
the  commercial  satellite  launch¬ 
ing  industry. 

An  Australian  communica¬ 
tions  satellite  exploded  shortly 
after  its  December  1992  launch, 
and  other  launches  had  to  be 
canceled. 

Yesterday's  launch  was  broad¬ 
cast  live  on  national  television. 

Scientists  and  technicians  were 
beard  shouting  unintelligibly  at 
the  command  center. 

A  few  minutes  later,  a  reporter 
said,  “As  everyone  has  just  seen 
from  the  screen,  our  launch  of 
the  Apstar-2  satellite  for  the  AFT 
Satellite  Co.  was  not  successful 
because  of  an  accident. 

Foreign  Ministry  spokesman 
Shea  Guofang  told  reporters  yes¬ 
terday  that  the  cause  of  the  ex¬ 
plosion  and  damage  were  under 
investigation. 

Meanwhile  in  Russia,  Presi¬ 
dent  Boris  Yeltsin  said  yesterday 
be  had  used  his  hot-line  link  to 
his  generals  when  Norway  fired  a 
scientific  missile  that  sparked  a 
major  security  alert  in  Russia. 

In  comments  to  Interfax  news 


agency.  Yeltsin  also  suggested 
that  NATO-member  Norway  and 
its  Western  defense  partners  may 
have  been  trying  to  test  Russia's 
military  readiness. 

“I  indeed  yesterday  used  for 
the  fiist  lime  my  ‘black’  suitcase 
with  the  button  which  is  always 
carried  with  me.”  Yeltsin  said  re¬ 
ferring  to  Wednesday’s  incident. 

“I  linked  up  instantly  with  the 
minister  of  defense,  with  all  those 
military  leader-generals  whom  I 
need,  and  we  tracked  the  path  of 
this  rocket  from  beginning  to 
end.” 

Yeltsin  did  not  challenge  Nor¬ 
way's  official  explanation  that  the 
missile,  which  came  down  in  the 
sea  off  Spitzbergen  more  than 
1,000  km  from  the  Russian  main¬ 
land,  was  a  research  rocket  fired 
under  a  scientific  program  partly 
funded  bv  the  US  space  agency 
NASA. 

Referring  to  the  Norwegians, 
Yeltsin  said:  “They,  of  course, 
did  not  expect  us  to  spot  it  be¬ 
cause  the  rocket  was  not  so  big. 
but  we  spotted  it  straightaway 
and  determined  the  place  where 
it  came  down  -  a  good  enough 
distance  from  our  shores.” 

"There  must  be  a  real  commu¬ 
nication  gap  here,”  said  Norwe¬ 
gian  foreign  ministry  spokesman 
Ingvard  Havnen  in  Oslo.  “We 
have  asked  our  Moscow  ambas¬ 
sador  to  contact  Russian  authori¬ 
ties  to  find  out  what  happened  in 
order  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of 
such  incidents.” 

Oslo  wants  its  embassy  to  find 
out  why  Russia  apparently  did 
not  know  that  the  research  rocket 
was  going  to  be  launched. 

Havnen  said  Oslo  followed 
normal  procedure  in  informing 
foreign  embassies,  including  Rus¬ 
sia’s,  about  the  peaceful  launch 
from  the  northern  Andoya  range.

Civilians  continue  fleeing  Grozny 


CIVILIANS  living  in  the  south¬ 
ern  part  of  Grozny  fled  the  Che¬ 
chen  capital  yesterday  using  cars, 
horse-drawn  carriages  or  just 
walking  to  escape  intensive  shell¬ 
ing  by  Russian  forces. 

The  OktyabTsky  and  Chemor- 
echensky  districts,  the  last  more 
or  less  surviving  residential  areas 
in  southern  Grozny  have  become 
too  dangerous  to  live  in  because 
of  the  relentless  bombing  and 
pounding  of  artillery. 

“It  was  a  bell,  just  a  bell,”  69- 
year-old  Maria  Pavlova  said  after 
overnight  bombing  in  the  Ok- 
tyabrsky  district  where  she  lives. 

Russian  troops  also  continued 
heavy  rocket,  artillery  and  mor¬ 
tar  fire  on  villages  surrounding 
the  battered  Chechen  capital. 

Two  Mi-24  Russian  helicopters 
fired  rockets  at  the  village  of  Alk- 
han-Yurt  five  km  north  of  Groz¬ 
ny.  setting  an  oil  refinery  on  fire. 
Heavy  billows  of  smoke  could  be 
seen  for  40  km.

The  village  of  Alkhan-Kala, 
which  lies  on  a  key  road  about  IS 
km  southwest  of  Grozny,  also 
was  heavily  shelled. 

President  Boris  Yeltsin,  speak¬ 
ing  on  a  trip  to  the  city  of  Lipetsk, 
said  yesterday  that  his  govern¬ 
ment  is  working  to  ensure  a 
peaceful  solution  to  the  conflict. 

Commenting  on  world  reaction 
to  the  war,  Yeltsin  was  quoted  by 
ITAR-Tass  as  saying:  “The  Unit¬ 
ed  States  treated  the  events  in 
Chechnya  calmly,  in  a  reserved 
way  like  a  partner  should  do.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  not  everybody  be¬ 
haves  in  such  a  way.” 

Pavlova  hid  for  two  weeks  in  a 
Russian  Orthodox  church  not  far 
from  the  presidential  palace  be¬ 
fore  she  decided  it  was  time  to  get 
out  of  the  dty. 

“It  took  me  three  days  to  get 


away  from  the  center,  spending 
nights  in  basements.  It  is  horri¬ 
ble,  what  they  have  done  to  the 
city,**  she  said,  calling  it 
worse  than  her  experience  in  the 
siege  of  Stalingrad  in  World  War 
D. 

Pavlova  wore  an  old  gray  ooat 
and  scarf.  As  she  spoke,  standing 
at  a  crossroads  about  20  km  from 
Grozny,  aircraft  droned  over¬ 
head.  She  was  desperate  to  get  to 
neighboring  Ingushetia. 

“I  never  thought  I  would  have 
to  relive  all  that  horror  again,” 
she  said. 

While  many  Grozny  residents 
still  say  they  don’t  want  to  leave 
the  capital  for  fear  of  losing  their 
apartments,  it's  too  late  for  Abu- 
baker  Akhtoyev.

O.J.  prosecutors  outraged  over  defense  surprises 


LOS  ANGELES  ( AP)  -  Defense  witnesses 
who  claim  they  can  dear  former  football 
great  O  J.  Simpson  of  murder  charges  in- 
dude  heroin  addicts,  thieves,  and  a  “patho¬ 
logical  liar,”  a  prosecutor  said  yesterday. 

A  dispute  over  last-minute  defense  wit¬ 
nesses  and  the  sudden  illness  of  a  prosecu¬ 
tor  threw  the  trial  into  turmoil,  and  de¬ 
layed  the  rest  of  the  defense’s  opening 
statement. 

Argning  to  delay  the  trial  to  give  them 
time  to  investigate  the  witnesses,  prosecu¬ 
tors  bitterly  questioned  their  honesty  and 
accused  the  defense  of  misconduct.  A  de¬ 
fense  lawyer  countered  that  “they  cannot 
sbnt  me  up.” 

Without  the  jury  present.  Deputy  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney  Christopher  Darden  said 
that  if  prosecutors  had  known  about  the 


witnesses  sooner,  they  could  have  told  the 
defense  “that  they  are  heroin  addicts 
thieves,  felons,  and  that  one  of  these  wit¬ 
nesses.  one  of  their  so-called  material  wit¬ 
nesses,  is  the  only  person  I  have  ever 
known  to  be  a  court-certified  pathological 
liar.” 

Cochran  responded:  “It  was  really  sad 
the  way  they  were  jumping  up  and  down... 
They're  so  rattled...  I  don’t  think  a  think¬ 
ing  lawyer  would  make  those  kind  of  state¬ 
ments  about  a  citizen,  whomever  it  is,  and 
if  they  don’t  know  who  those  witnesses 
are,  how  do  they  know  all  those  things?” 

Judge  Lance  Ito  gave  the  prosecution 
until  yesterday  afternoon  to  submit  argu¬ 
ments  on  the  late  witnesses  and  tell  what 
sanctions  or  other  remedies  they  were 
proposing. 


Ito  said  the  prosecution  also  needed 
time  to  “regroup”  after  the  illness  of  Dep¬ 
uty  District  Attorney  William  Hodgman, 
who  remained  hospitalized  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  yesterday  after  complaining  of  chest 
pains  after  Wednesday's  session. 

On  Wednesday,  Hodgman  expressed 
outrage  when  Cochran,  while  claiming  that 
prosecutors  ignored  evidence  in  their  rush 
to  incriminate  Simpson,  mentioned  wit¬ 
nesses  and  evidence  to  the  jury  without 
giving  proper  warning  to  prosecutors. 

Hodgman  repeatedly  objected  during 
Cochran's  opening  statement.  Then  he  ac¬ 
cused  defense  attorneys  of  suddenly  un¬ 
loading  the  information  in  a  last-minute 
ambush.  Both  sides  are  legally  required  to 
share  information  in  a  timely  manner.

Zimbabwe  doctor  jailed 
amid  ‘Nazi’  accusations 


Doctor:  Torturers  hiding  damage  well 


HARARE,  Zimbabwe  (AP)  -  A 
white  doctor  accused  of  experi¬ 
menting  on  blacks  was  taken  to 
jail  yesterday  to  begin  a  six- 
month  sentence  for  manslaughter 
in  the  deaths  of  two  patients. 

Dr.  Richard  McGown,  an  an¬ 
esthesiologist,  bowed  his  head 
and  grimaced  as  Judge  Padding¬ 
ton  Garwe  refused  to  grant  him 
bail  pending  an  appeal 
application. 

McGown,  58,  grasped  at  the 
hand  of  his  wife.  Sheena.  as  a 
court  orderly  led  him  down  steps 
to  basement  cells  in  the  Harare 
High  Court. 

The  doctor’s  lawyers  said  they 
would  immediately  seek  an  ap¬ 
peal  in  the  Supreme  Court  -  the 
nation's  highest  court  -  against 
McGown's  conviction  for  causing 
two  deaths  due  to  professional 
negligence. 

If  the  Supreme  Court  agrees  to 
hear  an  appeal,  the  lawyers 
would  again  seek  bail  for 
McGown.  attorney  Mark  Stonier 
said. 

The  case  raised  racial  tensions 
between  blacks  and  the  nation's 
100,000  whites  after  politicians 
last  year  likened  McGown  to  a 
Nazi  death  camp  doctor  and  ac¬ 
cused  him  of  testing  the  tolerance 
of  blacks  to  morphine  used  in 
anesthesia. 

In  his  five-week  trial  that  end¬ 
ed  last  August,  McGown  admit¬ 


ted  using  differing  doses  of  mor¬ 
phine  when  administering  anes¬ 
thesia  to  five  patients  who  died 
between  1988  and  1992.  He  said 
he  did  so  to  alleviate  pain. 

A  small  group  of  black  stu¬ 
dents  gathered  outside  the  court¬ 
house  to  await  Garwe’s  bail  ver¬ 
dict  yesterday  and  dispersed 
before  McGown  boarded  a  pris¬ 
on  truck. 

“The  sentence  was  too  light, 
but  we  expected  that.  We  are 
pleased  to  see  him  go  to  the 
cells,”  said  student  leader  Larry 
Chakaredza. 

After  sentencing  black  mili¬ 
tants  threatened  street  protests 
against  what  they  saw  as  a  lenient 
six-month  jail  term. 

McGown  was  convicted  of 
manslaughter  for  what  Garwe 
called  gross  negligence  in  two 
cases.  He  let  a  20- month-old 
Asian  toddler  go  home  after  ad¬ 
ministering  a  high  dose  of  mor¬ 
phine  for  a  circumcision  opera¬ 
tion.  The  toddler  developed 
respiratory  problems  and  choked 
on  his  own  vomit. 

The  other  case  was  a  10-year- 
old  black  girl  who  died  after  re¬ 
ceiving  a  high  dose  of  morphine 
for  an  appendectomy. 

Garwe  sentenced  him  to  one 
year  in  jail,  six  months  suspend¬ 
ed,  for  the  toddler's  death  and 
fined  him  $2,000  for  the  black 
girl's  death. 


LONDON  (Reuter)  -  Torturers 
have  developed  very  good  ways 
of  hiding  the  damage  to  their  vic¬ 
tims,  sometimes  leaving  no  visi¬ 
ble  scars,  a  British  doctor  said 
yesterday. 

Dr.  Duncan  Forrest  of  the 
Medical  Foundation  for  the  Care 
of  Victims  of  Torture  in  London 
said  some  police  in  India  were 
especially  good  at  hiding  their 
work. 

He  said  he  had  examined  31 
Indian  Sikhs  who  said  they  had 
been  tortured.  They  had  no  obvi¬ 
ous  scars,  but  be  found  consider¬ 
able  physical  and  mental 
damage. 

“All  claimed  to  have  been 
beaten  by  police  with  an  assort¬ 
ment  of  weapons,  including  fists, 
boots,  lathis  (bamboo  canes), 
leather  belts  with  metal  buckles, 
leather  straps  with  wooden  han¬ 
dles  (patta)  or  rifle  butts,”  For¬ 
rest  wrote  in  the  Lancet  medical 
journal. 

“In  addition,  18  reported  being 
beaten  while  suspended  off  the 
ground  by  the  wrists  or  ankles 
and  15  were  given  electric  shocks 


either  with  a  magneto  (small  gen¬ 
erator)  or  from  a  mains  socket.” 

Forrest,  whose  group  examines 
and  treats  up  to  3,000  torture  vic¬ 
tims  a  year,  said  police  seemed 
aware  of  the  need  to  prevent  ob¬ 
vious,  visible  injury  with  people 
due  to  appear  in  court. 

He  said  it  was  unreasonable  to 
demand  asylum-seekers  show 
scars  to  prove  torture. 

“Although  the  police  are  cau¬ 
tious  about  causing  visible  scar¬ 
ring,  they  do  not  always  avoid 
more  intidious  damage,”  he  add¬ 
ed,  referring  to  a  report  from 
Kashmir  about  10  cases  of  kidney 
failure  due  to  beatings. 

Forrest  said  the  Indian  tortur¬ 
ers  had  developed  unique  ways  of 
tormenting  their  victims.  One 
method  involved  overstretching 
the  hips  by  forcing  a  man  onto 
the  ground  with  his  legs  spread. 

“Hus  torture  was  often  done 
with  the  victim  sitting  on  the  floor 
with  a  policeman  behind  him 
pulling  his  head  back  by  the  hair 
while  pressing  a  knee  into  his 
back.  Twenty-two  men  reported 
this  torture,”  Forrest  wrote. 


They  also  used  a  thick  wooden 
roller  called  a  ghotna  to  damage 
legs  without  bruising  or  scars, 
Forrest  said.  Such  methods  are 
subtle  but  cause  permanent 


“The  most  common  complaint 
was  of  pain  on  walking,  principal¬ 
ly  in  those  who  bad  had  abduc¬ 
tion  of  the  hips  and/or  application 
of  the  roller.”  Other  men  had 
blurred  vision,  overstretched 
muscles  and  damaged  joints. 

"Features  of  post-traumatic 
stress  disorder  included  loss  of 
concentration  and  memory,  intru¬ 
sive  thoughts,  flashbacks,  panic  at¬ 
tacks  and,  especially,  recurrent 
nightmares  reproducing  events  ex¬ 
perienced  during  detention.” 

In  the  Middle  East  torturers 
beat  victims  on  the  soles  of  their 
feet  -  another  method  calculated 
to  leave  no  marks.  Forrest  added 
in  a  telephone  interview. 

But  he  said  in  Africa  torturers 
seemed  less  worried  about  leaving 
scars.  “The  presidential  guard  are 
the  usual  ones  in  Zaire  -  there  is  a 
special  belt  they  use  to  whip  peo¬ 
ple  which  has  a  metal  buckle.”

KOBE  (Reuter)  -  Kobe  police 
yesterday  reported  several  sui¬ 
cide  attempts  among  Japan’s 
earthquake  refugees,  many  of 
whom  not  only  lost  relatives  but 
suffered  financial  disaster  be¬ 
cause  they  had  no  insurance. 

The  suicides  led  dry  authorities 
to  set  up  counseling  centers  in  the 
western  Japanese  port  where  at 
least  5,079  people  were  killed, 
26.618  injured  and  300,000  made 
homeless  by  the  earthquake. 

“There  is  the  possibility  of  a 
drain  reaction  of  suicides,'*  said 
psychiatrist  Akira  Yamakami  of 
the  Tokyo  Medical  University,  a 
member  of  a  team  of  advisors  to 
Kobe  authorities  on  stress. 


“The  absence  of  privacy  in  ref¬ 
ugee  camps  is  going  to  sharply 
increase  the  stress  people  are  al¬ 
ready  under  because  of  the  loss  of 
homes  and  loved  ones,”  he  said. 

“We  started  counfelling  be¬ 
cause  the  refugees  are  expected 
to  stay  in  camps  for  a  long  time,” 
said  Yasuhiko  Nishimura  of  the 
Kyogo  prefecture. 

“The  survivors  can’t  help  but 
become  uneasy  when  they  start  to 
think  about  their  loved  ones,  and 
lost  homes  and  jobs,”  he  said. 

"We  must  help  them  out  be¬ 
fore  their  mental  condition 
reaches  the  critical  point.” 

Police  said  that  so  far  this  week, 
two  people  had  committed  suicide 


and  there  had  been  at  least  three 
other  suicide  attempts  linked  to 
the  January  17  earthquake. 

In  both  suicides,  the  victims 
hanged  themselves  in  the  debris 
of  their  own  homes. 

In  the  failed  attempt,  a  couple 
and  their  daughter  slashed  their 
wrists  after  discovering  that  their 
home  had  been  flattened. 

With  high  premiums  for  earth¬ 
quake  insurance,  many  of  Kobe’s 
1.5  million  residents  did  not  buy 
cover  in  a  region  rarely  hit  by 
tremors  this  century.

about  three  percent  of  people  who 
lost  their  homes  were  covered  by 
earthquake  insurance.

EU  police

PARIS  (AP)  -  European  Union 
justice  arid  interior  ministers  yes¬ 
terday  seared  agreement  that  a 
future  European  police  agency 
should  fight  terrorism. 

Britain,  which  had  been  hesi¬ 
tant,  changed  its  stance  and 
agreed  to  include  terrorism  in  the 
mandate  of  the  proposed  agency, 
to  be  known  as  Europol,  officials 
said. 

However,  they  said  Europol  - 
to  be  based  in  The  Hague.  Nether¬ 
lands  -  would  only  become  active 
in  counter-terrorism  two  years  af¬ 
ter  its  creation.  The  ELPs  15  mem¬ 
bers  continue  to  bicker  over  details 
of  its  purpose  and  its  powers. 

French,  which  took  over  the 
Eli's  rotating  six-month  presi¬ 
dency  this  month,  has  led  opposi¬ 
tion  to  Germany's  attempt  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  powerful  joint  police  force 
That  would' combat  international  - 
crime  with  help  from  police  data¬ 
bases  in  each  country. 

The  French,  backed  by  Brit-ap 
ain  Spain,  Italy  and  some  other  ^ 
members,  want  sharing  of  police 
data  to  be  more  restricted.

MESSAGE  TO  THE 
PEOPLE  OF  ISRAEL 

No  Jew  has  the  right  to  yield  the 
rights  of  the  Jewish  people  in 
Israel. 

No  Jew  has  the  authority  to  do  so. 
No  Jewish  body  has  the  authority 
to  do  so. 

Not  even  the  entire  Jewish  people 
alive  today  has  the  authority  to 
yield  any  part  of  Israel. 

It  is  the  right  of  the  Jewish  people 
over  generations,  a  right  which 
under  no  condition  can  be 
canceled. 

Even  if  Jews  in  a  specific  period 
proclaim  they  are  relinquishing 
this  right,  they  have  neither  the 
power  nor  the  authority  to  deny 
this  right  to  future  generations.  No 
concession  of  this  type  is  binding 
or  obligates  the  Jewish  people. 

Our  right  to  the  country  -  to  the 
entire  country  -  exists  as  an  eternal 
right,  and  until  the  full  and 
complete  redemption  is  realized, 
we  shall  not  yield  our  historic  right.

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Rabin’s  scapegoat 


MORE  and  more  frequently,  intelligence 
experts  refer  to  the  developing  situa¬ 
tion  in  the  self-rule  areas  as  a  Leban- 
onization.  This  is  obviously  not  what  the  gov¬ 
ernment  expected  when  the  Oslo  agreement  was 
signed.  It  seemed  convinced  that  the  withdrawal 
of  the  army  from  Gaza  and  Jericho  would  be 
followed  by  an  orderly  takeover  by  the  Palestin¬ 
ian  Authority.  And  if  rejectionist  elements  op¬ 
posed  to  the  agreement  made  trouble,  the  Pales¬ 
tinian  Police,  unfettered  by  courts  and  human 
rights  organizations,  would  take  care  of  them. 
In  fact,  the  reason  for  allowing  the  police  force 
to  be  disproportionately  large  -  up  to  9,000  men 
-  was  that  it  would  need  to  be  strong  to  combat 
terrorism. 

What  has  happened  instead  is  that  the  police 
force,  now  numbering  15,000,  has  become 
Yasser  Arafat’s  militia,  while  other  militias 
have  been  formed  by  Hamas,  Islamic  Jihad  and 
the  PLO  radicals.  They  live  side  by  side,  com¬ 
peting  for  popularity.  But  they  are  not  at  war 
with  each  other. 

Not  that  there  were  no  armed  groups  in  Gaza 
before  the  Israeli  army  left.  But  now  they  are  far 
better  equipped  and  organized.  The  land  and  sea 
smuggling  routes  from  Egypt,  virtually  inactive 
when  Israel  ruled  the  area,  are  now  bustling. 
And  with  the  authority’s  tacit  approval,  the 
smugglers  have  turned  the  Strip  into  a  huge 
arms  cache. 

Terrorists  who  a  year  ago  used  primitive, 
home-made  bombs  now  have  sophisticated 
TNT  explosives  and  other  standard  military 
materiel.  Rocket  launchers,  mortars  and  per¬ 
haps  even  Katyushas  have  already  been  brought 
in,  according  to  former  intelligence  officer  Rafi 
Eitan.  And  unless  Israel  does  something  about 
it.  the  weapons  will  rapidly  increase  in  numbers 
and  sophistication. 

Nor  is  terrorism  the  only  threat  to  the  person¬ 
al  safety  of  Israelis.  The  still  incomplete  elec¬ 
tronic  fence  around  the  Gaza  District  has 
proved  a  woefully  inadequate  barrier.  Gaza- 


based  criminal  activity  against  Negev  commu¬ 
nities  has  increased  significantly,  from  the  theft 
of  vehicles  (over  30,000  a  year)  to  extensive 
burglaries  in  the  agricultural  sector.  The  vicious 
cycle  of  terrorist  acts  followed  by  closures 
exacerbates  economic  hardships,  which  in  turn 
leads  to  more  criminal  activity. 

Eilan  foresees  growing  chaos  in  the  country 
and  even  vigilante  action  against  the  terrorists 
unless  the  security  services  take  the  offensive. 
But  for  the  army  to  do  what  it  must  do,  the  Oslo 
agreement  must  be  repudiated. 

Indeed,  only  the  difficulty  politicians  have  in 
admitting  error  prevents  the  government  from 
announcing  such  a  repudiation.  If  Prime  Minis¬ 
ter  Yitzhak  Rabin  meant  what  he  said  when  he 
first  revealed  the  Declaration  of  Principles  to 
the  nation  -  that  “Gaza  and  Jericho  First”  was 
an  experiment  to  test  Palestinian  intentions  and 
conduct  -  he  can,  with  a  clear  conscience, 
declare  that  the  Palestinians  have  flunked  the 
test  and  Israel  must  reconsider  its  next  moves. 

What  he  surely  must  not  do  is  float  inane 
panaceas  like  the  “separation”  idea,  or  use  the 
settlers  for  a  scapegoat,  as  he  did  yesterday  in  a 
speech  to  the  Labor  Party  political  bureau.  What 
makes  the  war  against  terrorism  so  difficult 
now,  and  what  has  tripled  the  number  of  its 
victims  since  the  Oslo  agreement  is  not  the 
invincibility  of  suicide  bombers,  nor  the  need  to 
give  settlers’  children  military  escort  It  is  the 
proliferation  of  arms  in  Gaza  and  Jericho,  the 
terrorists’  ability  to  organize  and  train  unmo¬ 
lested  under  the  auspices  of  the  Palestinian 
Authority,  their  access  to  foreign  resources,  and 
the  release  of  experienced  cadres  from  Israeli 
prisons. 

One  should  like  to  hope  that  Rabin  does  not 
truly  believe  that  abandoning  all  the  settlements 
(“which  do  not  contribute  one  iota  to  Israel’s 
security,”  as  he  put  it)  would  pacify  the  PLO, 
Islamic  Jihad  and  Hamas.  For  if  he  does,  he  is 
still  a  captive  of  the  kind  of  delusion  which 
made  the  Oslo  disaster  possible. 


Holocaust  denial  week 


AS  if  this  week’s  commemoration  of  the 
liberation  of  Auschwitz  was  not  enough 
to  silence  Holocaust  deniers,  Israel  has 
been  forced  to  protest  strongly  to  the  owners  of 
a  Japanese  current  affairs  magazine  for  running 
an  incredible  article  under  the  headline  “There 
were  no  Nazi  gas  chambers.” 

Marco  Polo  is  a  small  circulation,  but  alleg¬ 
edly  serious,  monthly  magazine  put  out  by 
Bungeishunju-sha,  a  major  Japanese  publisher 
supposedly  espousing  democratic  right-of-cen- 
ter  views.  Adding  insult  to  serious  injury,  the 
magazine  actually  offered  its  trash  to  “mark” 
the  Auschwitz  liberation  anniversary. 

The  blurb  introducing  the  piece  promised 
readers  “a  new  historic  truth”  and  went  on: 
“The  greatest  taboo  of  postwar  history  is  being 
kept  a  secret..there  are  major  suspicions  con¬ 
cerning  the  ‘Holocaust*  (sic)  and  die  massacre 
of  Jews  at  the  hands  of  the  Nazis.-there  is  scant 
evidence  that  so  many  Jews  could  be  killed  in 
gas  chambers.” 

The  revisionist  rubbish  was  penned  by  one 
Dr.  Masanori  Nishioka,  member  of  a  self-ap¬ 
pointed  study  group  devoted  to  revisionist  his¬ 
torical  theories.  A  Jerusalem  Post  correspon¬ 
dent  in  Tokyo  tells  us  that  Nishioka  had 
previously  gained  some  eccentric  notoriety  as 
an  indefatigable  writer  of  letters  denouncing  the 
Holocaust  to  English-language  dailies. 

That  some  eccentric  crackpot  should  be  given 
space  to  peddle  his  nonsense  in  a  “current 
affairs”  magazine  read  by  a  quarter  of  a  million 
presumably  intellectual  Japanese  is  amazing 
enough.  Even  more  amazing,  our  correspondent 
says,  an  Israeli  diplomat  who  went  to  protest  to 
the  editors  emerged  seething  with  frustration 
and  anger,  saying  he  was  “ready  for  war”  after 
being  stonewalled  at  a  fruitless  meeting.  “It’s  a 


crime,”  the  diplomat  said.  “In  Germany  people 
who  publish  such  deeply  offensive  material  face 
criminal  prosecution.” 

Further  investigation  has  revealed  that  Ni¬ 
shioka  is  a  physician,  who  not  only  has  no 
credentials  as  a  historian  or  journalist,  but  who 
blows  his  medical  trumpet  to  lend  “credibility" 
to  his  theories.  In  the  magazine  article,  Nishioka 
tells  readers  to  “forget  anything  else  you  may 
have  read,  forget  official  history,  ignore 
Schindler's  List,  and  learn  the  new  truth.” 
Thus,  in  his  own  words  he  has  unwittingly 
defined  the  lie-making  technique  of  all  revision¬ 
ism  -  for  his  fabrications  are  not  new,  but  a 
rehash  of  the  discredited  garbage  of  his  British 
and  French  countetparts. 

Unfortunately,  Holocaust  revisionism  has  al¬ 
ready  generated  a  tide  of  historical  corruption 
that  is  a  crime  against  the  dead,  an  insult  to  the 
survivors,  a  danger  to  future  generations,  and  a 
branding  of  the  liberators  of  the  death  camps  as 
bars.  For  this  reason,  Jewish  and  other  organi¬ 
zations  have  urged  widespread  publicity  for  this 
story  and  begun  a  campaign  to  strangle  Marco 
Polo  by  lobbying  its  advertisers  to  stay  away. 
Volkswagen’s  chairman  Ferdinand  Piech  has 
already  declared  himself  “appalled  and  an¬ 
gered”  and  suspended  all  future  advertising  in 
Marco  Polo. 

This  international  intellectual  cancer  must  be 
halted  by  every  legitimate  means  possible.  It  is 
high  time  the  Japanese  government  acted  to 
curb  the  country’s  unbridled  antisemitic  publi¬ 
cations.  There  is,  of  course,  no  comparison 
between  the  enormity  of  the  Holocaust  and  the 
atomic  bombing  of  Japan.  But  it  is  not  difficult 
to  imagine  how  Japan  would  react  to  a  revision¬ 
ist  campaign  to  prove  that  Hiroshima  and  Naga¬ 
saki  never  happened.

THE  phenomenon  of  sui¬ 
cide  bombers  would  have 
plagued  us  with  Oslo  or 
without  it,  for  the  mam  target  of 
Islamic  terror  is  not  the  peace 
process.

I  have  no  argument  with  die 
spirit  and  content  of  the  law,  but 
ir  <wms  to  me  that  our  national 
priorities  have  become  mixed  up, 
and  »bat  this  may  not  be  exactly 
the  time  to  expose  the  GSS  to 
additional  public  debate.  Islamic 
terror,  after  all  is  said  and  done, 
is  the  greatest  danger  facing  the 
free  world  and  threatening  onr 
very  existence.

The  mad  scramble  to  create  facts 


THE  long-term  significance 
of  the  current  controverey 
over  “Greater  Jerusalem" 
lies  in  its  consequences  for  the 
city.  They  will  remain  as  incon¬ 
trovertible  “facts”  long  after  to¬ 
day’s  players  and  factions  are  lost 
in  the  vastness  of  Jerusalem's  his¬ 
tory. 

Rhetoric  and  slogans  about  the 
Jewish  character  of  the  city 
abound,  but  no  one  is  talking 
about  what  is  good  for  the  city. 
Despite  the  commitment  reiterat¬ 
ed  at  Sunday's  cabinet  meeting  to 
the  “development  and  prosperity 
of  Jerusalem  and  the  welfare  of 
all  its  residents,’’  when  plans  are 
made  for  an  urban  environment 
on  the  basis  of  narrowly  con¬ 
ceived  political  considerations  - 
and  these  have  been  the  predomi¬ 
nant  criteria  since  the  British  left 
town  -  the  city  and  its  residents 
suffer. 

With  each  built-up  dunam  add¬ 
ed  to  the  periphery,  a  bit  more  of 
Jerusalem’s  integrity  is'  sacrificed 
on  the  altar  of  political  interest 
Israelis  and  Palestinians  alike 
scramble  to  create  facts  on  the 
ground,  through  building  and 
planting,  a  process  documented 
by  geographer  Shaul  Cohen  in 
the  recently  published  Politics  of 
Planting. 

Given  its  greater  decision-mak¬ 
ing  power  and  control  of  re¬ 
sources,  Israel's  changes  are  mas¬ 
sive  and  jarring.  Palestinian 
changes  are  less  so,  but  still  high¬ 
ly  problematic  For  while  Israel 
systematically  drags  its  feet  about 
providing  zoning  regulations  and 
master  plans  in  the  Arab  areas, 
building  is  taking  place  without 
adequate  provision  for  infrastruc¬ 
ture:  roads,  sewers,  electricity, 
etc 

Israeli  observers,  speaking  off 
the  record,  recently  termed  the 
impending  consequences  of  this 
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race  to  secure  land  a  “tragedy” 
and  an  “urban  nightmare.” 

But  even  many  Israelis  who  op¬ 
pose  the  particular  Greater  Jeru¬ 
salem  concept  leave  unchal¬ 
lenged  the  notion  that  a 
sprawling  Jerusalem  is  in  Israel’s 
interest. 

While  the  right  wing  seeks  to 
incorporate  nearby  Jewish  settie-

mems,  liberals  counter  with  pro¬ 
posals  for  westward  expansion. 
And  Israelis  even  further  to  the 
left,  along  with  many  Palestin¬ 
ians,  have  seen  enlarged  borders 
as  a  way  of  achieving  parity  be¬ 
tween  the  populations  in  a  future 
Jerusalem  that  serves  as  a  capital 
for  Israel  and  Palestine  alike. 

With  such  political  consider¬ 
ations  paramount,  almost  no  one 
looks  at  the  ecological  implica¬ 
tions.  He  voices  of  city  planners, 
like  former  city  councillor  Sarah 
Kaminker,  who  protest  that  Jeru¬ 
salem  is  not  served  by  expansion, 
go  unheard. 

MOREOVER,  incorporating 
neighboring  towns  into  Jerusalem 
addresses  demographic  and  polit¬ 
ical  concents  at  the  expense  of 
both'  the  city's  integrity  and  that 
of  the  outlying  municipalities  in 
question. 

Jerusalem's  meaning  to  the 
Jewish  people  is  vested  in  its  cen¬ 
ter.  not  in  the  already  ludicrously 
gerrymandered  municipal  bound¬ 
aries  that  zone  is  Arab  village 
lands,  white  zoning- out  their  pop¬ 
ulations. 


cent  Jewish  history;  but  that 
doesn’t  make  it  Jerusalem. 

The  Jewish  character  of  the 
city  rests  in  sites  and  symbols, 
from  the  Western  Wall  to  the 
Knesset,  that  aren’t  going  any¬ 
where  even  if  the  Palestinians  get 
a  state,  even  if  they  call  Jerusa¬ 
lem  their  capital  as  well. 

The  Jewish  character  of-  Jerusa¬ 
lem  requires  the  presence  of  Jews 
living  lives  that  exemplify  Jewish 
ideals,  and  not  the  xenophobia 
that  has  typified  Jerusalem’s 
history. 

Zionism  at  its  best  is  about  the 
ability  to  celebrate  the  quintes¬ 
sential  Jewish  experience,  the  lib¬ 
eration  from  Egypt,  here.  It  is 
being  able,  each  Passover,  to  say 
the  words  “Next  year  in  Jerusa¬ 


lem”  in  Jerusalem  itself. 

But  to  be  at  home  in  Jerusalem 
also  means  taking  a  walk  on  the 
Haas  Promenade  and  hearing  the 
call  of  the  muezzin"  echoing  from 
village  to  village  across  *e  valley 
during  Ramadan  -  a  reminder 
that  the  character  of  Jerusalem  is 
reflected  in  all  its  frees. 

To  identify  exclusively  with  the 
Jewish  character  of  Jerusalem  is 
to  give  up  on  calling  one’s  own 
the  sights,  sounds,  and  scents  of  a 
great  Islamic  city. 

There  are,  of  course,  reaipoli- 
tik  reasons  to  question  the  value 
of  a  Greater  Jerusalem,  the  peace 
process  foremost  among  them. 

To  know  Palestinians  is  to 
know  that  Jews  have  no  monopo¬ 
ly  on  fears  about  homelessness 
and  displacement.  Wednesday’s 
decision  to  authorize  building  up 
Jerusalem- area  settlements  in  the 
present  atmosphere  shows  bad 
faith  where  confidence-building 
measures  —  mutual,  of  course  — 
are  badly  needed. 

As  onr  politicians  seek  once 
again  to  make  the  capital  a  pawn 
in  their  political  maneuvers,  it  be¬ 
hooves  us  to  remember  the  words 
of  the  Psalmist,  “to  seek  the 
peace  of  Jerusalem.”  This  does 
not  refer  only  to  peace  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  bat  also  to  securing  the  city’s 
welfare  and  integrity.  -

tion.  Undoubtedly,  for  most  of  the  par-

the  Wallenbergs  are 
remembered,  we  shall 
have  reached  the  point 
of  the  Holocaust 
revisionists 

tici  pants  who  personally  experienced 
the  horrors,  this  will  be  their  last  gather¬ 
ing.  Future  anniversaries  wfl]  now 
to  the  next  generation. 

What  kind  of  memory  will  they  inher¬ 
it?  Will  it  be  a  memoiy  reduced  to  a 
sound  bite?  Or  will  they  have  an  under¬ 
standing  of  the  machinery-  that  made 
possible  the  horrors  of  Auschwitz? 

Will  the  memory  include  Hitler’s  ear¬ 
ly  writings  in  Mein  Kantpf  explaining 
what  would  happen  to  the  Jews  if  be 
took  power?  Will  the  next  generation 
remember  Hitler’s  use  of  the  legal  sys¬ 
tem  to  bar  Jews  from  German  society? 
Or  the  infamous  Concordat,  which  the 
Vatican  signed  with  Hitler’s  Third 
Reich  in  1933? 

And  what  about  the  1938  Evian  Con¬ 
ference,  where  international  delegates 
refused  to  open  their  doors  to  the  des¬ 
perate  refugees? 

What  about  the  secret  Wannsee  Con-  • 
ference  of  1942?  Will  students  from 
Sioux  City,  Peoria,  or  even  Los  Angeles, 
know  that  11  different  branches  of  the 
German  government  were,  represented 
at  that  meeting  where  plans  were  final¬ 
ized  to  exterminate  an  entire  people? 

Or  will  the  next  generation’s  view  of 
the  Holocaust  be  reduced  to  a  brief 
clasdoe&iidiscussioiL'^abOQtrmt  impojr, 
taatf  boet-tfrifiliB,  iWhen&'inevkably,  fee.: . 


few  heroes  manage  to  rise  above  ihe 
cyA  around  them  and  stand  up  for  hu- 
man  dignity?  If  that  is  all  our  awtents 
come  away  with,  then  .I’m  afraid  my . 
friend’s  fear  is  quite  justifiable. 

FOR  IN  the  end,  if  the  Shoah  is  limited 
to  the  courage  of  a  Schindler  or  a  Wal¬ 
lenberg,  then  we  have  arrived  at  die 
same  point  as  the  Holocaust  revision¬ 
ists.  To  them,  there  was  no  Auschwitz, 
because  decent  German  people 
wouldn’t  have  allowed  it.  And  for  oux 
students,  there  would  be  do  real  Ausch¬ 
witz,  because  the  righteous  prevented 
the  Jews  from  getting  there. 

But  unfortunately,  most  of  tire  Jews 
destined  fen-  Auschwitz  did  gel  there  - 
and  were  murdered. 

Close  to  S  billion  people  now  inhabit 
our  planet  It  can  be  said  with  certainty 
that  only  a  .small  percentage  will  ever 
visit  Auschwitz  or  a  Holocaust  muse¬ 
um-  More  than  likely,  their  exposure 
will  be  limited  to  a  movie  they  watch  in 

-  school  or  at  home. 

The  reality  is  that  most  people  will 
never  be  exposed  to  the  Holocaust’s 
central  lesson  —  that  a  civilized  society 
voluntarily  tinned  itself  into  an  evil  one; 
that  lawyers  and  judges  lied  and  cheat¬ 
ed;  that  teachers  distinguished  between 
Aryans  and  non-Aryans,  teaching  their 
students  feat  “then  shall  not  kill”  did 
not  apply  to  "untermensdien.” 

Of  course,  we  should  honor  those 
who  attempted  to  shme  some  light  in 
those  long  black  nights.  But  we  must 

-  insist  that,  essentially,  there  was  noth¬ 
ing  heroic  abont  the  Holocaust;  that 
there  were  far  more  villains  than  saints, 
far  more  experts  at  dosing  doors  than 
people  brave  enough  to  open  them. 

So  every  time  we  recall  fee  defiance 
of  fee  few,  we  mast  be  vigilant  never  to 
forget  the  silence  of  fee  many,  the  thou¬ 
sands  who  betrayed  their  neighbors  to 
the  Gestapo,  and  the  hundreds  of  train 
operators  who  took  their  unsuspecting 
victims  to  the  death  camps,  never  ques¬ 
tioning  their  mission  or  having  second 
thoughts  about  herding  off  generations 
of  men,  women  and  children  to  helL 
Only  the  frill  memory  does  justice  to 
the  victims  of  the  Holocaust  and  may  be 
strong  enough  to  protect  our  grandchil¬ 
dren  from  another  Final  Solution.

THE  current  debate  in  fee  Educa¬ 
tion  Ministry  on  how  to  teach  fee 
Holocaust  is  an  extension  of  an 
older  clash  between  the  view  of  fee 

J  Holocaust  as  a  unique  event,  the  culmi¬ 
nation  of  2,000  years  of  murderous  anti¬ 
semitism,  and  a  universalistic  percep¬ 
tion  which  places  it  in  a  broader, 

!  general  context  of  genocide, 
j  The  ministry  debate  revolves  around 
j  a  detailed  proposal  submitted  last 
spring  by  Dr.  Yair  Oron  of  Seminar 
llaltibbulzim  State  Teachers’  College. 

The  proposal  calls  for  a  special  pro¬ 
gram  for  life  and  I2fe  grades,  in  which 
genocide  would  be  studied  in  fee  con¬ 
text  of  modem  history. 

The  program  was  originally  intended 
to  focus  on  fee  genocidal  slaughter  of 
the  Armenian  people  during  World 
War  1  by  Ottoman  Turkey,  as  a  precur¬ 
sor  to  the  Nazi  extermination  of  Euro¬ 
pean  Jewry.  It  was  later  expanded  to 
include  the  annihilation  of  the  Gypsies 
by  the  Nazis,  which  proceeded  simulta¬ 
neously  with  the  Holocaust 
The  program  originally  received  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  the  ministry’s 
pedagogical  secretariat  -  it  was  sup- 
(  posed  to  go  into  effect  on  an  experimen¬ 
tal  basis  as  an  elective  for  upper-grade 
students  specializing  in  history,  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  second  semester  of  fee 
current  school  year. 

A  special  reader  was  prepared,  enti¬ 
tled  “Sensitivity  to  fee  Suffering  of  fee 
World:  Genocide  in  fee  20fe  Century,” 
and  scores  of  teachers  were  trained  to 
teach  the  course. 

However,  objections  by  the  minis¬ 
try's  inspector  of  history  studies,  Prof 
Michel  Aboutbul,  seem  to  have 
scotched  the  entire  program. 

A  ministry  committee  is  considering 
(he  issue  this  week  and  is  to  determine 
whether  the  subject  will  be  taught  next 
year,  if  at  all. 

DESPITE  vehement  denials  by  Educa¬ 
tion  and  Culture  Minister  Amnon  Ru¬ 
binstein,  there  is  more  than  a  fleeting 
suspicion  feat  the  real  objections  stem 
from  two  highly  charged  motives:  sensi¬ 
tivity  to  Israel’s  diplomatic  relations 
with  modern  Turkey,  heir  of  fee  Otto¬ 
man  Empire  which  carried  out  the 
genocide  against  the  Armenians  in 
1915;  and  the  interest,  identified  pri¬ 
marily  wife  Yad  Vashern,  to  play  down 
any  competing  historical  phenomena 
which  could  detract  from  ..fee  unique¬ 
ness  of  fee  Holocaust

A  TV  documentary  last  year  oa  fee 
Armenian  genocide  was  taken  off  fee 
air  at  fee  last  moment  in  response  to 
pressure  from  fee  Turkish  Embassy  and 
our  own  Foreign  Ministry.  Academic 
and  media  freedom,  and  fee  public’s 
right  to  know,  were  thus  shamefully 
subjugated  to  crass  political  consider¬ 
ations. 

The  Ttirks  are  sensitive  to  any  men¬ 
tion  of  fee  Armenian  genocide. 

Yet  Israel  maintains  good  relations 
with  Germany  without  playing  down 
its  evil  past;  and  it  is  similarly  successful 
in  juggling  reasonable  relations  with 
Poland,  Lithuania  and  Ukraine,  all  of 
which  are  notorious  for  fee  antisemitic 
bent  of  feeir  populations. 

Why  shouldn’t  it  be  able  to  pursue

such  a  double  track  with  Turkey,  a 
country  which  has  always  been 
philosemitic? 

The  uniqueness  of  the  Holocaust 
argument  is  much  more  problematic. 

It  takes  the  age-old  Jewish  tendency 
(o  see  the  Holocaust  as  fee  consequence 
of  Jewish  history,  in  which  the  world 
has  always  been  and  will  always  be 
against  us,  and  opposes  it  with  a  more 
universalistic  perception  of  the  Holo¬ 
caust  as  the  most  extreme  expression  of 
a  tendency  to  genocide  in  our  century. 

The  universalistic  approach  has,  up 
till  now,  been  almost  entirely 
squelched. 

No  one  is  proposing  that  we  turn  Yad 
Vashem  into  a  memorial  for  the  trage¬ 
dies  of  countless  other  victims  of  geno¬ 
cide. 

But  it  would  be  nothing  short  of  edu¬ 
cational  and  moral  bankruptcy  if  we 
failed  to  educate  our  teenagers  -  who 
are  living  at  a  time  when,  for  example, 
there  is  a  genocide  going  on  in  Rwanda 
-  to  understand  the  connections  be¬ 
tween  our  own  monumental  tragedy 
and  the  tragedies  of  other  victim 
peoples.

THE  house  of  cards  has  col¬ 
lapsed.  Contrary  to  the 
government’s  promises, 
the  political  solution  hasn't 
brought  an  end  to  terrorism. 

The  public  no  longer  accepts 
that  the  more  entrenched  peace 
becomes,  the  more  terrorism  win 
intensify.  Nor  does  it  bay  the  sto¬ 
ry  of  Palestinians  who  are  “ene¬ 
mies  and  murderers  of  peace.”  It 
secs  only  the  graves  of  Israeli  sol¬ 
diers  and  civilians.  Somehow, 
Palestinian  supporters  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  stay  unharmed  by  these  “en¬ 
emies  of  peace.” 

Which  is  why  fee  government 
needs  a  new  panacea:  separation. 
“You  are  a  different  entity  -  reli¬ 
giously,  nationally,  politically;  we 
want  separation  from  you,”  said 
fee  prime  minister  to  the  Pales¬ 
tinians.  And  he  added,  “Separa¬ 
tion,  but  not  back  at  the  Green 
line;  and  our  security  border  will 
be  at  fee  Jordan.” 

What  does  the  premia  mean 
when  he  talks  of  separation?  A 
separation  between  fee  peoples? 
Territorial  separation?  Will 
fences  separate  Kfar  Sava  from 
Kalkilya?  Tulkarm  from  Ne- 
tonya,  Ramat  Rahel  from  Bethle¬ 
hem?  Will  there  be  a  fence  be¬ 
tween  fee  city  of  David  and  Abu 
Dis?  Does  he  intend  to  separate 
all  Jews  and  Palestinians? 

And  what  will  be  the  future  of 
fee  Palestinian  population  in  Is¬ 
rael  winch  today  demands  “cul¬ 
tural  autonomy”  and  recognition 
of  fee  Palestinians  as  a  national 
minority  -  a  demand  which  skirts

The  next  war  has  begun 
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participating  in  riots  and  attack¬ 
ing  Israeli  soldiers  and  policemen 
wife  the  Arabs  of  Judea  and  Sa¬ 
maria.  The  ties  of  the  Islamic 
movement  in  Israel  wife  Hamas 
are  getting  stronger.  Growing  are 
the  Arab  population’s  demands 
that  Israel  cease  being  a  Jewish 
state  as  defined  in  the  Declara¬ 
tion  of  Independence  and  be¬ 
come  “a  state  of  all  its  citizens.” 

There  are .  calls  to  change  fee 
flag  and  fee  anthem.  The  logic  of 
separation  dictates  feat  we  shall 
have  to  bafld  fences  between  Up¬ 
per  Nazareth  and  Nazareth,  Acre 
and  Old  Acre,  Rosh  Ha’ayin  and 
Kafr'  Kassem,  Ramat  HaJcovesh 
and  Tirah,  the  Ajami  Quarter 
and  fee  rest  of  Jaffa. 

And  what  wiQ  fee  premier  do 
in  Jerusalem  —  divide  the  dty?  Or 
“separate”  it  by  dosing  off  roads 
from  Judea  and  Samaria?  Per¬ 
haps  be  wants  to  gain  a  year’s 
respite  to  finish  building  the 
fence. 

The  whole  nation  will  wait. 
There  wfl]  be  hope.  And  it  will  be 
possible  to  tell  the  Jews  why  they 
are  still  being  killed:  “We  haven’t 
finished  building  fee  fence  yet” 
And  when  it  is  finished  and  ter¬ 
rorism  continues,  another  excuse 
will  be  found.  There  is  no  limit  to 
the  cynicism,  no  end  to  the 
deception. 

It  is  taking  a  year  to  construct 
the  external  fence  around  the 
Gaza  Strip,  54  kflometers  long. 
The  Palestinians  have  started 


sabotaging  It  even  as  it  is  being 
bnflt  A  traveler  along  the  fence 
can  see  many  kflometera  in  which 
the  iron  posts,  thousands  of 
them,  have  been  stolen.  The  elec¬ 
tronic  systems  are  sabotaged  at 
night  Even  stolen  vehides  from 
Israel  are  smuggled  through. 

The  fence  system  in  fee  north  is 
100  kilometers  long.  But  without 
the  IDF  and  the  SLA  in  the  secu¬ 
rity  belt  fee  battles  would  have 
raged  in  fee  Galilee. 

The  length  of  fee  Green  Line 
before  the  Six  Day  War  was  309 
kilometers.  We  were  never  able 
to  seal  iL  The  new  separation  line 
will  be  much  longer.  Additional 
fences  will  have  to  be  built  in  the 
Jordan  Valley  and  around  the 
settlement  blocks.  The  system's 
length  will  be  500  kflometas. 

Won’t  these  fences  be  sabo¬ 
taged?  Won’t  they  be  penetrat¬ 
ed?  Where  will  the  forces  to  se¬ 
cure  this  system  come  from? 
From  what  budgets?  It  is  difficult 
to  fathom  such  silliness. 

THIS  IS  what  must  be  done: 

•  First,  the  process  must  be 
-stopped.  This  experiment  has 
failed.  Another  way  to  peace 
must  be  found. 

•  The  right  to  execute  preemp¬ 
tive  strikes  and  hot  pursuit  must 
be  regained.  It  is  impossible  to 
fight  terror  from  behind  fences. 

•  Owing  to  fee  severe  deteriora¬ 
tion,  a  comprehensive  operation 
in  Gaza  and  in  Judea  and  Samaria 


must  be  launched  now  to  detain 
wanted  terrorists,  Hamas  and  Is¬ 
lamic  Jihad  leaders,  inciters  and 
recruiters  of  suicide  bombers. 
The  thousands  of  weapons  and 
explosives  now  in  the  field  must 
be  collected.  If  the  Palestinian 
Police  declines  to  participate,  it 
should  be  confined  to  its  bases 
until  the  operation  ends. 

•  The  families  of  the  suicide 
bombers  should  be  expelled  from 
the  country,  and  we  should  make 
it  clear  that  this  mil  continue  in 
the  future.  It  may  be  the  most 
effective  deterrent. 

9  We  must  stop  weapons  and  ex¬ 
plosives  being  smuggled  to  Gaza 
and  the  Sinai  by  widening  the 
barrier  in  Rafiah  and  fee  sea. 

•  Vehicles  must  not  enter  Israel 
from  Gaza  even  if  the  closure  is 
lifted.  The  railway  line  from  the 
Erez  checkpoint  to  the  center  of 
the  country  must  be  reactivated 
to  transport  workers. 

%  The  persecution  of  Palestin¬ 
ians  who  have  helped  us  must  be 
prevented  by  the  imposition  of 
severe  penalties.  Otherwise,  our 
intelligence  sources  will  dry  up. 

•  The  offensive  against  terror¬ 
ism  must  be  free  of  extraneous 
considerations. 

The  security  apparatus  has  col¬ 
lapsed  because  it  is  serving  mis¬ 
guided  policies.  Regardless  of  po¬ 
litical  differences,  we  must 
rehabilitate  our  security.  A 
lengthy,  strenuous  effort  can  stDl 
stop  fee  deterioration  and  return 
us  to  being  what  we  were.

“And  I  say  to 
the  martyrs  who  died,  in  the 
name  of  the  martyrs  who  are  still 
living:  We  stand  by  our  oath  and 
hold  to  our  commitment...  to 
continue...  the  revolution.” 

Arafat  kept  repeating  that  fee 
100-year  battle  which  began  wife 
the  first  Zionist  Congress  in  Basel 
in  1897  is  still  in  force,  and  that 
(he  Palestinian  people  must  make 
more  sacrifices,  like  in  fee  siege 
of  Beirut,  in  which  it  lost  72,000 
killed  or  wounded,  the  siege  of 
Tripoli,  where  it  lost  12,000,  and 
the  intifada,  where  he  said  2,000 
had  been  killed  and  118,000 
wounded. 

“We  bold  to  freedom  of  opin¬ 
ion,”  declared  Arafat  to  those 
who  were  absent,  Hamas  and  the 
Islamic  Jihad,  telling  them  again 
the  story  of  fee  Prophet’s  tempo¬ 
rary  agreement  wife  fee  tribe  of 
Kureish.  “But  there  are  people 
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who  will  not  learn  from  history,” 
Arafat  said.  “As  for  us,  our  histo¬ 
ry  is  our  best  teacher.” 

Again  and  again,  under  his  di¬ 
rection,  the  crowd  chanted  the 
war  cry  now  familiar  to  most  Is¬ 
raelis:  “We  will  give  our  soul  and 
blood  for  thee,  O  Palestine.” 
And  Arafat  addressed  “our 
Sheikh  Ahmed  Yassin:  ‘Do  not 
he  discouraged.  Be  patient.  Trust 
in  Allah,  and  persevere.’  ” 

Arafat  conveyed  these  mes¬ 
sages  in  several  public  gatherings 
on  different  occasions  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  this  month.  Palestinian 
Television  broadcast  them  to  Pal¬ 
estinians  in  the  Arab  countries 
and  fee  territories,  and  in  Israel 

RABIN  KNOWS  all  this  and 
more.  He  knows  the  PLO  isn’t 
honoring  the  peace  agreement 
because  it  sees  Hamas  and  Islam¬ 
ic  Jihad  as  a  legitimate  opposi¬ 
tion,  as  kinsmen  with  whom  it  is 
ready  to  conduct  only  dialogue, 
not  war.  So  instead  of  extraditing 
murderers,  it  recruits  them  to  its 
police  and  protects  them.  (Even 
the  Palestinian  organization  Al- 
Haq  has  reported  this.) 

Nabil  Sha’atb  recently  an¬ 
nounced  that  fee  undertaking  to 
amend  fee  Palestinian  Covenant 
will  nor  be  honored.  Neither  is 
Arafat  honoring  fee  undertaking 
to  punish  those  of  his  followers 
who  persist  in  violence. 

When  fee  Fatah  Hawks  carried 
on  fee  armed  straggle,  fee  Israeli 
public  was  told  that  Arafat  was 


no  longer  responsible  for  them 
because  they  had  left  the  PLO.  Ft 
now  turns  out  feat  instead  of  be¬ 
ing  punished,  they  have  been 
honorably  restored  to  the  ranks. 

Since  Arafat  hasn’t  disarmed 
anyone,  a  huge  arsenal  of  person¬ 
al  weapons  is  accumulating  in  fee 
hands  of  his  “opponents”  in  fee 
territories.  These  opponents,  Ha¬ 
mas  and  Islamic  Jihad,  are  also 
making  every  effort  to  prevent 
internal  strife,  and  arc  ready  even 
to  overlook  the  cases  in  which 
their  people  have  been  acciden¬ 
tally  killed  by  Arafat’s  people. 
War  roust  be  waged  only  against 
Israel  only  against  the  Jews. 

The  government  is  aware  of  all 
this.  But  whether  or  not  it  shelves 
the  political  process,  we  are 
heading  back  to  1947,  to  a  fatal 
clash  between  two  communities. 

If  we  continue  with  fee  peace 
process,  fee  conflict  will  be  long¬ 
er  in  coming,  but  our  situation 
will  worsen.  If  we  stop  the  pro¬ 
cess  now,  fee  situation  may  dete¬ 
riorate  more  quickly,  but  our  po¬ 
sition  will  be  relatively  better. 

Ministers  understand  this  as  well 
as  anyone,  but  lack  the  courage  to 
face  the  confrontation  that  lies 
ahead.  We  most  need  political  and 
social  solidarity,  but  cannot 
achieve  it  while  we  persistently 
avoid  reality. 

“We  cannot  allow  a  lone  ter¬ 
rorist  to  make  decisions  for  os 
and  determine  our  future,”  said 
Yossi  Sand  this  week.  Can  we 
allow  this  government  to  do  so?

Today  the 
birds  are  housed  in  a  large  build¬ 
ing  around  the  back  of  their 
house  at  the  edge  of  the  village. 

There  are  hundreds  of  parrots, 
parakeets,  and  other  tropical 
birds  at  the  farm.  Visitors  can 
touch  and  pet  the  birds  and  let 
the  parrots  perch  on  their  hands. 

The  brothers  buy  only  locally 
hatched  birds,  which  tend  to  be 
healthier  than  those  brought  in 
ftom  the  wild. 

The  farm  has  developed  pro¬ 
grams  for  every  age  group,  with  a 
slide  show,  an  animal  petting  and 
feeding  area,  and  a  coffee  shop 
where  parents  and  teachers  can 
relax  while  the  children  enjoy 
themselves.

Doors  on  each  street  faced 
doors  a  meter  away.  The  narrow 
open  drains  ran  in  front  of  each 
terrace  of  homes.  Each  rooftop 
was  shoulder  high. 

The  hovels  averaged  slightly 
larger  than  my  apartment  bath¬ 
room.  They  were  packed  with 
young  and  old.  Their  few  posses¬ 
sions  filled  each  centimeter  of  re¬ 
maining  empty  space.  Everyone 
seemed  tQ  be  washing  something 
in  buckets  -  themselves,  clothes, 
children,  pots. 

Gupta  was  washing  at  a  stand¬ 
pipe  in  a  Lilliputian  square  and 
grinned  helpfully  for  the  cam¬ 
eras.  *‘Our  homes  are  not  very 


nice,”  he  said  though  an  inter¬ 
preter,  waving  a  hand  to  the 
slum-caked  horizon.  “But  the 
people  are  very  clean  and  very 
happy.  God  is  good,  things  al¬ 
ways  get  better.” 

In  another  tiny,  blue-painted 
square,  20  small  children  sat  on  a 
green  rug  spread  over  the  flag¬ 
stones,  fiercely  belting  out  the 
Hindi  alphabet, 

“I  try  to  get  them  to  attend  for 
at  least  an  hour  a  day,"  said  a 
Delhi  social  worker  in  a  yellow- 
and-gold  sari.  “Parents  think  the 
kids  should  be  in  town  begging 
from  tourists.” 

But  it  was  the  only  place  we 
visited  in  India  where  no  one 
begged  or  hassled. 

As  we  left,  the  delightful  chil¬ 
dren  crowded  around,  shouting, 
showing  off,  posing.  little  hands 
stretched  out.  More  baksheesh!  I 
ignored  the  pleading  paws  and 
grinning  faces. 

“Sir,”  chided  our  guide,  “they 
only  want  to  shake  your  hand.” 
He  was  right;  I  shook  a  score  of 
eager  hands,  got  pulled,  danced 
with  and  jumped  on. 

It  was  the  most  humiliating 
moment  of  the  tour,  my  Western 
cynicism  and  preconceptions  bru¬ 
tally  exposed.  “Poor”  is  not 
“mean." 

IF  YOU  go  to  India,  do  not  un¬ 
der  any  circumstances  miss  the 
people.  India  has  a  way  of  hum¬ 
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bling  us:  its  daily  life  is  more  en¬ 
lightening  than  any  pilgrimage  to 
a  Buddhist  temple  or  guru’s 
ashram. 

Of  course  you  will  go  for  the 
tourists’  India  too.  But  if  you  do 
not  mix  with  people  who  are  not 
involved  in  ripping  off  tourists, 
you  will  come  away  with  a 
skewed  impression,  reinforced 
prejudice. 

The  other  India  is  indeed  infu¬ 
riating  -  all  you  ever  sispected 
about  bureaucacy,  noise,  filth, 
minute-by-minute  demands  to 
hand  over  20  rupees  (NIS  2)  for 
this,  for  that  and  for  nothing. 

From  the  air,  the  dty  itself  is 
the  patchwork  that  is  India.  The 
outer  fringes  of  the  slums  first- 
catch.  the  eye~  Delhi,  stretches 
outward  from  a  green  wooded 
core  at  the  center,  through  built- 
up  radii  to  the  fuzzy  circumfer¬ 
ence  of  squalid  huts  and  shanties, 
before  petering  out  into  brown 
plains. 

Thus  sprawls  the  dty,  from  rich 
to  poor  to  nameless  streets  for 
nameless  masses. 

Delhi  means  “threshold"  -  it 
was  never  meant  to  be  the  capital 
of  India.  Early  conquerers  who 
swept  down  from  the  north 
changed  their  minds  as  often  as 
their  thrones  and  concubines. 
They  moved  the  capital  here, 
there,  over  there,  and  back 
again.  The  British  finally  fixed  it 
with  their  drains  and  railways  and 
bureaucrats  when  they  spent  20 
years  building  New  Delhi  from 
1911  to  1930. 

They  made  not  a  bad  job  of  it, 
especially  the  de  rigueur  imperial 
grandeur. 

The  Imperial  Gate  flanking  the 
rotund  parliament  is  quintessen¬ 
tial  Raj  in  its  spacious  magnifi¬ 
cence-  a  vast  road  and  square  for 
viceregal  processions  dominated 
by  twin  red  towers  and  Romano- 
Hindu- Islamic- Victorian  temples 
to  power. 

It  is  truly  Indian,  Red  Fort 
Mark  2,  yet  open  where  the  Mo¬ 
ghuls  were  closed  in,  defiant  in 
the  self-confidence  of  open  space 
where  the  ancient  kings  were 
walled  in  by  fears  of  assassination 
and  assault 

TO  PASS  from  the  Raj  to  the 
Red  Fort's  real  Moghul  gates  is  to 
understand  how  England’s  sense 
of  histoiy  and  destiny  clicked  into 


place  in  India,  just  as  its  class 
system  meshed  perfectly  with  In¬ 
dia’s  convoluted  caste  hierarchy. 

We  were  fortunate  to  visit  the 
fort  on  a  rare  foggy  morning.  The 
great  red  mass  loomed  from  the 
folds  of  a  gray  sari.  The  mist  off 
the  Yamuna  River  hung  low  as 
the  sprawling  buildings  unveiled 
one  by  one  and  the  caws  of  jack¬ 
daws  echoed  through  shrouded 
gardens  from  the  banyan  trees. 

On  such  a  chilly  16th-century 
morning,  the  throng  would  have 
entered  the  Hall  of  Public  Audi¬ 
ence  in  this  seventh  dty  of  Delhi 
to  petition  its  founder,  Shajahan. 
This  was  the  master-architect  of 
Agra’s  Taj  Mahal,  the  eternal 
memorial  to  his  wife  Mumtaz. 

All  eyes  would  be  lowerecWre- 
fore  the  vast  jewel-encrusted  ■ 
marble  box  that  towered  above 
them  bearing  the  solid  gold  Pea¬ 
cock  Throne.  That  eventually 
ended  up  in  the  hands  of  Persian 
dynasts. 

Behind  is  the  marble  palace 
where  the  beloved  Mumtaz  kept 
court.  A  channel,  once  filled  with 
ever-flowing  perfumed  water, 
flows  though  the  palace  rooms. 

An  old  woman  flared  a  match 
to  reveal  thousands  of  tiny  mir¬ 
rors  set  in  the  roof  -  candle 
flames  would  create  a  cascade  of 
stars  in  the  indoor  sky. 

Above  an  arch  is  a  Persian  in¬ 
scription.  It  reads:  “If  there  be 
paradise  on  earth,  this  is  it,  this  is 
it."  But  the  Taj  was  still  to  come. 

The  history  of  Delhi  properly 
began  four  centuries  earlier  south 
of  the  Red  Fort  at  Qutab  Minar. 
It  is  stunningly  marked  by  a  73- 
meter  carved  victory  tower  built 
by  Quatabudin  Aibak  in  1192  and 
perfectly  preserved  -still  the  tall¬ 
est  stone  tower  in  all  India. 

At  its  foot  is  India’s  oldest 
mosque,  the  Quwat-ul-Islam 
Masjid,  also  built  to  boast  Islam’s 
victory  over  India’s  Hindu  dynas¬ 
ties.  Ironically,  the  beautifully 
carved  mosque  was  constructed 
by  Hindu  craftsmen  from  the 
remnants  of  even  more  beautiful¬ 
ly  carved  Hindu  temples.  The 
Moslems  were  forced  to  build  a 
carved  screen  to  hide  the  ebul¬ 
lient  but  banned  human  forms 
from  worshipers. 

FROM  NEW  Delhi,  Israel’s  first 
tourists-withoot-backpacks  are 
mainly  exploring  the  “golden  tri- 


angle"  -  southeast  to- Agra  and 
tiie  Taj  Mahal,  then  wesrto  Jai¬ 
pur  and  Rajaszan  and  back  north 
to  Delhi.  Each  leg  is  six  to-eigbt 
hours  on  one  narrow  road  packed 
with  camel-  and  cow-drawn  carts, 
streams  of  brightly  painted  tor^r 
ries,  and  the  endless  varieties  of 
rural  traffic. 

It  is  a  shame  to  doze  away  this 
“real  India’’  in  air-conditioned 
isolation,  for  real  India  is  tire  vil¬ 
lages.  We  took  every  opportunity 
to  stop,  throw  fruit  at  the  ubiqui¬ 
tous  macaque  monkeys,  drink  tea 
at  village  kiosks,  barter  for 
junk. 

Mountainous  and  beautiful 
Rajastan  and  its  wealthy  capital 
Jaipur  are  another  India  needing 
another  story  of  steep  elephant 
climbs  to  the  Amer  Fort,  of  ba¬ 
zaars  like  none  on  earth,  of  ma¬ 
harajahs  living  and  dead. 

And  the  Taj  Mahal? 

Even  if  you’re  prepared  by  a 
lifetime  of  postcard  ^images  %  the  __ 
first  glimpse  of  Tlie‘wfenfe  Taj  in  "

gate  confounds  any  preconceived 
ideas. 

It  is  translucent  and  transcen¬ 
dent.  It  is  worth  making  one  trip 
to  India  in  a  lifetime  just  to 
see. 

Against  a  dear  blue  sky  it  is 
still  a  vision  of  ultimate  human 
perfection  inspired  by  divinity. 

It  is  made  of  mSk,  fluid  and 
light  -  or  it  is  unreal  and  doesn't 
exist. 

The  statistics  rattled  off  by 
guides  add  nothing  to  the  melt¬ 
ing,  dissolving  vision  seen  from 
afar.  Not  the  20,000  artisans  from 
across  the  globe  employed  for  20 
years,  the  solid  pure  marble  en¬ 
crusted  with  delicate  designs  in 
green  malachite,  red  cornelian, 
blue  lapis  lazuli,  ruby,  black 
onyx,  meteoric  streaks  of  peart,  - 
the  dark  circle  on  Mumtar's  tomb 
from  which  the  Kohmoor  dia¬ 
mond  was  ripped  off  to  grace  the 
British  crown  jewels. 

The  site  on  the  banks  of  the 
Yamuna  is  idyllic.  The  broad  riv¬ 
er,  rolling  green  fields  and  cawing 
birds  are  eternal  serenity. 

Shajahan  believed  Mumtaz  so 
perfect  that  she  must  have  goqe 
straight  to  heaven  after  giving 
birth  to  their  14th  child.  Con¬ 
sumed  with  grief,  he  decided  to 
bring  paradise  down  to  earth  for 
all  to  contemplate  her  perfection,  : . 
for  eternity.  He  succeeded  as  no 
other  man  has  done.  No  other 
woman  has  been  so  loved. 

“If  there  be  paradise  on  earth, 
this  is  it.  This  is  it-" 

If  God  is  love,  this  is  love’s 
dwelling  place.  _ .

THE  PHYSICAL  separa¬ 
tion  of  Jews  and.  Arabs,  an 
idea  as  old  as  the  Yisbuv, 
was  brought  up  again  by  Prime 
Minister  Rabin  after  Sunday’s  at¬ 
tack  at  Beit  Lid. 

Rabin  said  he  would  set  up  a 
ministerial  committee  to  examine 
the  feasibility  of  separating  Israel 
and  the  Palestinians  by  means  of 
a  security  fence  with  a  series  of 
Erez-like  checkpoints.  The  com¬ 
mittee  is  to  examine  the  econom¬ 
ic,  security  and  political  ramifica¬ 
tions  of  the  fence. 

In  an  attempt  to  ward  off  fears 
that  the  fence  will  set  Israel's  fi¬ 
nal  borders,  Rabin  declared  that 
“separation  will  not  be  along  the 
1967  fines.” 

According  to  a  senior  army 
source,  the  construction  of  a 
fence  along  the  Green  line, 
mostly  on  the  so-caliecf  “seam- 
line”  separating  Israeli  and  Pales¬ 
tinian  population  centers,  is  tech¬ 
nically  feasible.  But  its  potential 
effectiveness  is  questionable,  the 
source  said. 

The  source  confirmed  that  nei¬ 
ther  the  Planning  Brandi  nor  the 
Logistics  Brandi  of  the  IDF  has 
blueprints  for  an  efectrarocally 
controlled  fence,  and  no  orders 
were  given  to  devise  such  a  plan.

lion  of  the  security  fence  has  not 
been  linked  with  the  EDFs  with¬ 
drawal  from  Palestinian  cities 
and  towns,  as  stipulated  in  the 
Cairo  agreement. 

Separation  by  a  fence,  howev¬ 
er,  is  a  politically  charged  issue, 
the  source  said.  This  is  because 
some  will  say  that  Rabin  is  prede¬ 
termining  the  final  status  lines  by 
demarcating  Israel's  borders. 

Bat.  he  added  that  there  are 
other  ways  of  achieving  a  physical 
separation  of  Israelis  and  Pales¬ 
tinians,  such  as  sealing  off  the

Police  Minister  Moshe  Shahal 
has  come  out  against  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  fence,  and  thinks 
the  Border  Police  can  enforce 
separation  between  Israelis  and 
Palestinians.  Shahal  said  a  force 
of  2,000  policemen,  aided  by 
trained  dogs,  could  effectively 
enforce  separation  without  the 
technical  and  political  problems  a 
fence  would  most  likely  create. 

Aiassutfen  .Minister  Yair.Tzar.. 
ban^also.  expressed  opposition  to 
tb^Jdea.of-a.  fence,  citing  eco¬ 
nomic  and  political  reasons. 

“A  physical  separation  is  im¬ 
possible  without  a  political  and 
economic  one,’’  Tzaban  said,  im¬ 


plying  that  as  long  as  the  Palestin¬ 
ians  are  economically  dependent 
on  Israel,  separation  may  have 
adverse  effects. 

However,  Joseph  Alpher,  for¬ 
mer  director  of  the  Jaffee  Center 
for  Strategic  Studies,  described 
separation  as  part  of  a  continuous 
process  since  Israel  left  Gaza  last 
May.  Alpher  recently  wrote  a 
study  entitled  “Settlements  and 
Borders,”  the  second  in  a  series 
on  final-status  issues  between  Is¬ 
rael  and  the  Palestinians. 

“After  the  Oslo  accords  in  Sep¬ 
tember  1993  and  the  Cairo  agree¬ 
ment  in  May  1994,  we.  thought 
that  an  Israeli-Palestin  ian  peace- - 
would,  be  based  on  integration. 
But  since  then  reality  has  dictated ' 
the  inevitable  conclusion  that  a 
successful  peace  means  separa¬ 
tion,”  Alpher  said.  “A  fence 


symbolizes  this.” 

“Rabin  has  the  right  idea,  es¬ 
pecially  after  Beit  Lid  and  similar 
attacks  in  the  past  year,  that  the 
only  way  to  lead  the  skeptical 
public  forward  on  the  road  to 
peace  is  to  convince  it  that  peace 
and  security  are  inseparably 
bound  together,"  he  said. 

Alpher  said  a  security  fence  is 
feasible,  based  on  the  model  of 
the  Gaza  Strip  peripheral  fence, 
which  is  partially  operational  and 
expected  to  be  completed  in 
February. 

In  his  study,  Alpher  proposes 
“moderate  territorial  compro¬ 
mise”  and  provides  a  map  for  the 
final-status  borders.  Rabin’s  pro¬ 
posed  fence  will  likely  follow 
those  lines. 

He  suggests  that  Israel  annex 
11  percent  of  the  West  Bank,  an 
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area  in  which  70%  of  the  140,000 
settlers  live.  The  annexed  areas 
include  Greater  Jerusalem,  Gush 
Etzion  to  the  south,  and  the 
group  of  settlements  around  Ari¬ 
el  and  Emanuel.  Alpher  pro¬ 
poses  that  an  Israeli  military  . 
force  be  stationed  in  the  Jordan  . 
Valley  for  15  years  until  peace 
has  withstood  the  test  of  time. 

“By  demarcating  a  line  you  are 
creating  a  border  marked  more 
or  less  according  to  large  settle¬ 


ment  concentrations  adjacent  to 
the  Green  Line.  This  could  very 
well  be  perceived  by  the  public  as 
the  find  line.”  Alpher  says. 

On  Wednesday,  the  senior 
army  officer  said  Alpher’s  map  is 
probably  the  best  approximation 
available  of  what  Rabin  may  have 
in  mind.. 

“I  am  sure  the  IDF  will  come 
up  with  its  own  maps,  but  I  will 
not  be  surprised  if  they  resemble 
Alpher’s  map.”  be  said. 


GSS  feels  less  secure  about  its  power  to  stop  terror 
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THE  head  of  the  General 
Security  Service  faced  the 
plenum  of  the  Knesset  For¬ 
eign  Affairs  and  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee,  radiating  confidence  as 
he  reviewed  Israel’s  war  against 
Palestinian  terrorism. 

Most  of  the  committee  mem¬ 
bers  on  Tuesday  were  impressed 
by  the  GSS  chief,  who  steps  down 
on  March  1  after  nearly  seven 
years  on  the  job.  But  a  parlia¬ 
mentarian  dose  tx>  the  GSS  chief 
warned  against  being  fooled: 
“These  are  tough  times  for  all  the 
security  services  and  everybody  is 
worried.”  -  • 

Security  officials  these  days  are 
watching  the  decimation  of  their 
network  of  Palestinian  informers. 
Their  men’s  freedom  of  move¬ 
ment  in  Gaza  and  Jericho  is  ham¬ 
pered  by  the  Israel-PLO  accord. 
Their  hopes  of  security  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  PA  have  been 
dashed. 

Moreover,  the  security  services 
are  bracing  for  a  government  de¬ 
cision  on  army  withdrawal  from 
Arab  towns  and  villages  in  Judea 
and  Samaria,  a  move  they  are 
convinced  wOl  make  their  fight 
against  terror  far  more  difficult.  _ 
“The  security  establishment 
can  deal  with  zigzags  in  govern¬ 
ment  policy said  Brig. -Gen.  ■ 


(res.)  David  Agmon,  until  re¬ 
cently  the  chief  of  staff’s  intifada 
adviser.  "What  does  interfere  is 
the  lack  of  decisions.  The  army 
establishment  doesn't  know  what 
to  prepare  for  because  there  is  no 
agreement.” 

THE  GOVERNMENT  has 
granted  the  security  services 
more  leeway  in  interrogating  sus¬ 
pected  terrorists  and  pledged  to 
allocate  more  manpower  and 
money  to  the  police  and  GSS. 
Security  officials  acknowledge 
that  these  have  helped  foil  as 
many  as  five  terrorist  attacks  over 
the  last  three  months.

ic  Jihad  still  hold  the  initiative  in 
this  war. 

“There  are  some  things  that 
money  can’t  bay  so  easily,’’  a  se¬ 
nior  security  source  said.  “Our 
main  need  is  not  for  more  agents. 
We  need  a  new  network  of  in¬ 
formers.  We  need  reorganiza¬ 
tion.  In  many  ways,  we’re  back  to 
[the  situation  inf  1967  when  we 


first  entered  the  territories.” 

Some  security  sources  main¬ 
tain  that  they  continue  to  receive 
hard  and  updated  intelligence  on 
terrorist  activities  in  Gaza  despite 
Yasser  Arafat’s  rule  and  his  con¬ 
stant  search  for  collaborators. 
“We  get  a  lot  of  information  from 
Gaza,”  a  senior  source  said,  “but 
we  can’t  get  there  because  of  po¬ 


litical  restraints.” 

The  question  being  repeatedly 
asked  is  whether  the  army  can 
fight  terrorism  while  being  com¬ 
pelled  to  rely  on  the  PLO.  Chief 
of  Staff  Lt.-Gen.  Amnon  Sha- 
hak,  while  in  Jerusalem  to  visit 
soldiers  hospitalized  with  injuries 
suffered  in  Sunday's  Beit  Lid 
bombing,  appeared  to  avoid  the 


question,  saying,  “I  think  the 
Palestinian  Authority  has  to  do 
everything  it  can  and  knows  to 
fight  terror  in  Gaza.” 

Q:  “So  are  we  in  effect  helpless 
without  the  PLO?” 

Shahak:  “No.  We  will  strike  at 
terror  wherever  it  is  biding.” 

STILL,  SECURITY  sources  say 
that  despite  numerous  PLO 
pledges,  Israel  remains  alone  in 
fighting  Hamas  terrorism.  The 
PA  has  refused  to  share  with  Isra¬ 
el  intelligence  on  Islamic  terror¬ 
ists  operating  in  Gaza.  A  report 
prepared  by  the.  IDF  Judge  Ad- 
vocate-GeneraTs  Office  says  the 
PA  has  failed  to  give  Israel  infor¬ 


mation  it  obtained  by  interrogat¬ 
ing  Hamas  terrorists  suspected  of 
attacking  Israelis. 

Security  sources  report  slight 
cooperation  from  Arafat’s  intelli¬ 
gence  chief  in  Jericho,  Jibril  Ra- 
joub,  who  in  exchange  is  allowed 
to  operate  in  Jerusalem.  At  the 
sam.  time,  Rajoub  is  said  to  be 
destroying  the  Israeli  network  of. 
informers.  Dozens  of  suspected 
collaborators  have  been  killed  in 
the  Tulkarm  area  in  the  last  three 
mouths,  many  of  the  slayings  at¬ 
tributed  by  security  forces  to  Ra- 
joub's  agents. 

The  PA  has  also  ignored  Isra¬ 
el’s  requests  to  extradite  or

Good  face,  bad  face  of  the  Palestinians 


GSS  less  secure 


Palestinian  Planning 
Minister  Nabil  Shaath  and 
Islamic  Jihad  leader 
Abdullah  Shami  offer  two 
very  different  responses 
to  the  terror  attack 
at. Beit  Lid  this  week, 
Jon  Immanuel  reports 

IN  the  corridor  of  the  Palestinian  Planning  Ministry 
in  Gaza  visitors  are  served  coffee  by  a  waiter  in  a 
burgundy  jacket  with  brass  buttons.  Officials  wear 
suits  and  ties.  Times  have  changed  since  Israeli  sol¬ 
diers  .patrolled  the  building,  and  hostilities  seem  far 
away. 

The  war  and  the  explosions  are  elsewhere  -  in  Afula, 
Hadera,  Tel  Aviv,  Jerusalem  and  Beit  Lid. 

Minister  Dr.  Nabil  Shaath,  in  effect  the  prime  minister 
and  the  good  face  of  the  Palestinian  revolution,  uses  words 
like  “grisly’*  and  “gruesome”  to  describe  the  latest 
bombing.  The  words  suggest  esthetic  more  Than  moral 
outrage,  not  the  kind  of  words  that  victimized  Israelis 
would  use. 

His  call  for  Israel  to  exercise  patience  and  restraint 
seems  to  put  internal  politics  above  Israel's  pain.  “The 
target  is  not  Israel,”  he  says.  The  Islamic  extremists  “set 
themselves  up  to  destroy  the  Palestinian  National  Author¬ 
ity  and  they  are  doing  it  by  killing  Israelis....  They  think 
their  best  chance  to  win  power,  and  to  impose  their  terms, 
is  by  killing  Israelis  and  mobilizing  public  opinion  behind 
them.” 

If  tiie  PA  is  the  main  target,  does  this  mean  the  PLO  will 
treat  Hamas  and  Islamic  Jihad  as  the  common  enemy  of 
both  the  PLO  and  Israel,  to  be  crushed?  He  besitates. 
“We  made  peace  with  our  enemy  of  47  years,  not  to  make 
enemies  with  our  own  brothers....  Once  we  really  resist 
them  [the  extremists]  on  the  street,  they’re  willing  to 
kill  us  too....  If  we  arrest  them,  we  look  like  human- 
rights  violators.  Uncle  Toms  and  lackeys  for  the  Isra¬ 
elis." 

He  makes  it  appear  that  at  every  turn  the  Palestinian 
Authority  is  caught  in  a  web  of  civil  rights  dilemmas, 
democratic  scruples  and  public  opinion  which  prevent  it 
from  taking  decisive  action  even  to  save  itself.  And 
when  Israel  steps  in,  it  makes  things  even  worse,  Shaath 
says. 

Shaath  blames  Israel  for  helping  to  create  a  climate  of 
support  for  terrorism  through  its  own  policies  of  “retalia¬ 
tion  and  overreaction,"  especially  the  imposition  of  clo¬ 
sures  which  hurt  everyone,  those  who  worked  in  Israel  and 
those  who  earned  a  living  from  those  workers  when  they 
spent  their  wages. 

“But  I  am  not  saying  there  roust  not  be  retaliation,  only 
that  there  can  be  two  mistakes,  massive  retaliation  and 
hitting  the  wrong  party,”  Shaath  says. 

Was  the  pinpoint  car-bombing  of  Haiti  Abed,  an  Islamic 
Jihad  activist  suspected  of  ordering  a  deadly  attack  on 
soldiers  in  May,  the  right  kind  of  retaliation?  He  hesitates 
for  a  moment'  and  then  says  it  was  not,  because  Abed 
did  not  have  the  chance  to  defend  himself.  It  offended 
a  sense  of  legality,  and  the  PA  “again  looked  impo¬ 
tent." 

The  way  out  of  the  dilemma,  he  says,  is  quiet  coopera¬ 
tion  with  Israel,  quiet  action  which  roots  out  the  perpetra¬ 
tors  without  creating  the  kind  of  fury  that  provokes  more 
attacks. 

He  points  out  that  Palestinian  police  have  foiled  many 
attacks  in  the  planning  stages,  one  against  the  settlement 
of  Dugit.  This  was  confirmed  by  Israeli  intelligence,  but 
no  one  was  arrested,  so  there  was  little  intelligence 
followup. 

THE  ROOT  problem,  according  to  Shaath,  isr  Israeli 
arrogance  and  the  failure  to  treat  Palestinians  as  equals. 
Israeli  intelligence  officers,  in  particular,  assume  a 
“superior"  attitude  to  their  Palestinian  counter¬ 
parts.

Though  Shaath  does  not  say  so  explicitly,  terrorism  is 
popular  because  it  is  the  great  leveler  of  Israeli 
superiority.  “We  want  them  to  share  our  pain,"  is 
how  Fathi  Shikaki,  the  exiled  leader  of  Islamic  Jihad, 


put  it  in  Damascus. 

Until  recently,  a  statement  like  that  would  have  distin¬ 
guished  Islamic  Jihad  from  Hamas.  In  its  pre-smcide- 
bomb  days,  Hamas  justified  its  steadfast  opposition  to 
peace  talks  with  phrases  like:-“For  the  sake  of  Allah,  we 
are  ready  for  the  sacrifice  of  suffering."  Those  were  the 
words  of  Dr.  Abdel-Ariz  Rantisi,  the  No.  2  man  in  Hamas 
and  now  in  an  Israeli  jail.. 

From  that  austere  message  to  Jihad’s  terrorist  mess¬ 
age  is  a  short  step,  which  was  taken'  long  ago.  It  may 
well  be  feat  Hamas  cooperated  with  Jihad  in  this  bomb 
attack. 

Shaath,  the  corporate  management  professor  who 
would  much  prefer  to  talk  about  economic  development, 
says  that  people  welcome  their  own  suffering  and  that  of 
Israelis  only  when  they  consider  their  misery  to  be  irreme- 
diable.  Once  they  see  a  material  improvement,  jobs,  a 
prisoner  release,  they  quickly  shed  any  joy  at  seeing 
.  Israelis  killed. 

Shaath  said  that  he  perceived  less  rejoicing  over  the  Beit 
Lid  bombing  than  previous  attacks,  despite  fee  feet  that  all 
but  one  of  fee  19  victims  were  soldiers,  for  many  Palestin¬ 
ians  a  legitimate  military  target.  This  was  because  Pales¬ 
tinians  had  begun  to  feel  things  were  moving  ahead  during 
fee  week  before  the  bombing. 

Timetables  for  talks  had  been  established  and  Israel  had 
promised  to  negotiate  this  week  the  release  of  prisoners, 
he  noted.  Just  this  point  was  emphasized  by  PLO  Chair¬ 
man  Yasser  Arafat.  In  bis  first  public  speech  after  the 
Beit  Lid  massacre,  at  Gaza's  AJ-Azhar  University  on 
Tuesday,  Arafat  accused  Islamic  Jihad  not  of  killing  Israe¬ 
lis,  but  of  stopping  fee  imminent  release  of  1,700 
prisoners. 

As  always  after  these  bombings  there  were  scattered 
celebrations  after  Islamic  Jihad  on  Sunday  evening  an¬ 
nounced  its  “coup”  over  the  far  larger  Hamas  organiza¬ 
tion  (Hamas  originally  took  responsibility  man  announce¬ 
ment  from  Amman).  But  at  fee  mourning  house  of 
terrorist  Anwar  Sukar  in  fee  Gaza  neighborhood  of  Sha- 
jaiyah.  there  was  noticeable  somberness  on  Monday 
evening.  . 

Sukar’s  unde  told  young  people  to  “stop  this  noise” 
when  youths  enthusiastically  chanted  his  nephew’s 
praises.  The  coffee  served  was  bitter,  although  at  the 
home  of -a  .“martyr”  it  is  usually  sweet.  And  on  the 
previous  evening  Sukar’s  mother  scolded  next-door  neigh¬ 
bor  Abdullah  Shami,  an  outspoken  Islamic  Jihad  leader, 
whom  she  accused  of  leading  her  son  towards  “holy  mar¬ 
tyrdom.”  Several  reports  said  rubbish  was  thrown  at 
hzm. 

When  Shami  visited  the  hom^on  Monday  evening,  he 
kept  away  from  the  family.  Palestinian  policemen  visited 
fee  home,  not  to  arrest  Shami,  but  to  offer  condolences  to 
Sukar’s  father  Mohaznzned,  who  is  a  policeman.  “Anwar 
had  his  opinions,  1  tried  to  change  them  but  he  stuck  to 
them.  He  is  my  son  and  I  am  proud  of  him,”  Mohammed 
Sukar  said. 

On  Tuesday  fee  police  questioned  Shami,  released  him 
then  arrested  him  again  at  night.  Though  arrested  and 
released  several  times  before,  Shami  appears  to  have 
one  more  count  against  him  this  time,  his  undeniably 
dose  link  with  fee  suicide  bomber  going  back  several 
years. 

In  an  interview  wife  this  reporter  in  S harm’s  windowless 
home  fee  night  before  his  arrest,  Shanxi  declared  that 
fee  Israelis  had  caused  immeasurable  suffering  to  fee 
Palestinians  and  deserved  to  be  attacked  until  “aD 
six  million  refugees  returned  to  their  homes  in  Pale¬ 
stine.” 

But  if  suffering  was  the  issue,,  why  did  Islamic  |fliad 
engage  in  much  more  violent  attacks  against  Israelis  now 
than  they  did  during  the  intifada,  when  their  suffering  was 
surely  greater? 

He  thought  a  moment  arid  replied:  “There  is  rib  connec¬ 
tion.  First  we  had  only  knives,  then  we  got  guns,  then 
bombs,  now  car  bombs."  And  in  the  future?  “I  don’t 
know.  Only  fee  military  wing  knows." 

A  colleague  of  Shami,  sitting  next  to  him,  clarified  in 
English,  “It  is  a  matter  of  accumulated  experience.  Our 
released  prisoners  have  that  experience." 

Shami  looked  at  him  and  said:  “This  is  not  accurate,  be 
quiet,  do  you  want  them  to  put  us  back  in  jail?” 

For  Shami,  jail  came  the  next  day.  One  test  of  the 
Palestinian  Authority’s  newly  proclaimed  resolve  to 
end  terrorism  will  be  how  long  they  keep  him  there 
after  the  Islamic  Jihad  demonstrations  for  his  release 
begin.

The  PA  head 
has  adopted-fee  rhetoric  of  the 
Islamic  opposition,  repeatedly 
terming  the  Israri-PLO  accord  as 
fee  two-year  truce  between  Mo¬ 
hammed  arid  fee  tribe  of  Kuraish 
nearly  1,300  years  ago  which  ted 
to  fee  annihilation  of  ttiat.  non- 
Moslem  community. 

Senior  GSS  officials,  including 
its  head,  have  concluded  that  ' 
Arafat  regards  Hamas  and  Islam¬ 
ic  Jihad  as  essential  for  the  Pales¬ 
tinians  to  achieve  Israeli  conces-  ' 
sions  that  fee  PLO  could  not  get 
solely  through  negotiations.  - 

The  sources  say  they  are  con¬ 
vinced  that  Islamic  terrorists  en¬ 
sure  feeir  attacks  are  launched' 
from  Judea  and  Samaria,  rather  - 
than  directly  from  Gaza,  to  pre~  ' 
vent  having  Arafat  being  directly  ' 
blamed.  Indeed,  GSS  officials- 
say,  Arafat’s  agents  have  several- 
times  blocked  Islamic  squads 
from  staging  attacksfrom  Gaza, 
although  he  has  not  prosecuted  _ 
any  of  the  suspected  terrorists. 

“Our  biggest  mistake  .was 
thinking  Arafat  had  tbe.  power 
and  will  to  control  his  people,” 
Agmon,  the  former.  IDF  adviser  , 
on  the  intifada,  said. 

Security  officials  say  their  big¬ 
gest  concern  is  the  projected  IDF  " 
withdrawal  from  Arab  towns  and 
villages.

Israeli  retaliation  could  be  oe* 
gotiated  under  an  agreement 
with  the  PLO,  the  sources  say. 
But  it  would  lead  to  an  erosion  of 
'  cooperation  wife  PA  authorities. 
It  might  serve  as  a  further  impe¬ 
tus  for  Palestinian  terrorism. 

MOST  IMPORTANT,  an  IDF 
redeployment  is  expected  to  re¬ 
sult  in  heightened  cooperation 
between  Fatah  and  Hamas.  That 
cooperation  began  immediately 
after  fee  Israel-PLO  agreement 
was  signed  in  1993.  Am  indict¬ 
ment  presented  last  week  in  the 
military  court  in  Nablus  against 
Muasem.  Sabri  MnJcadi,  accused 
of  assisting  the  suicide  bomber  in 
the  expiation  of  bus  No.  5,  which 
killed  22  people,  said  Fatah  ac¬ 
tivists  in  Nablus  sold  Kalashnikov 
rifles  to  Hamas  militants  for 
4^000 -dinars,  about  $5300. 

One  security  source  says  IDF 
redeployment  will  lead  to  in¬ 
creased  tension  wife  fee  Palestin¬ 
ian  Police.  Arafat  is  asking  for 
thousands  more  officers,  and 
many  of  those  are  expected  to  be 
formally  recruited  among  Fatah 
and  Hamas  militants. 

Unlike  fee  Palestine  Libera¬ 
tion  Army  soldiers  who  now  com¬ 
prise  the  bulk  of  fee  police  force, 
the  Fatah  and  Hamas  people  ex-, 
peeled  to  be  recruited  are  popu¬ 
lar  among  Palestinians,  are  famil- 
jaif  i&thjflhe  tgnitories,  and  have 
aT&cweftQ  sfcttle  wife  Israel. 
*T*iBye?y-  change  will  be  more 
difficult  both  for  intelligence- 
gathering  as  well  as  operation,” 
Agmon  said.  "Werarc  fighting  a 
movement  that  is  deeply  embed¬ 
ded  tn  fee  population.” 

Security  sources  say  they  want 
approval  of  a  comprehensive 
package  of  measures  to  fight  ter¬ 
ror.

•  a^njerdless  campaign  to  elimi¬ 
nate  terroiist  leaders; 

•  reestablishing  a  network  of 
•  informers;- 

.  *  reorganization  of  the  security 
'services  to  allow  for  more  securi¬ 
ty-  agents  to  be  responsible  for 
intemgenoergafeeting  in  the  ter¬ 
ritories.  This  might  include  coor¬ 
dination  between  the  GSS,  fee 
Mossad  and  -IDF  inlettigenoe. 
Oareutfy,  the  GSS,  .with  fewer 
.  than  100 agents,  irresponsible  for 
the  territories. 

Reuven  Hazak,  a  former  GSS 
senior  official,  acknowledges  that 
this  is  a  formidable  task.  Recruit¬ 
ing  agents  among  the  poorly  paid 
Palestinian  policemen  might  be 
easy.

Palestinian  Authority  last  month. 

More  recently,  HLCM  an¬ 
nounced  that  it  would  have  to 
dose  the  hospital  because  of 
dwindling  donor  support  for  its 
Bethlehem  activities.  However, 
an  orphans*  home  and  school, 
also  operated  by  HLCM,  were 
not  affected  by  the  move  and 
continued  to  function. 

In  response  to  the  HLCM  deri¬ 
sion  to  dose  the  hospital,  the  Pal¬ 
estinian  Authority  seized  the  or¬ 
ganization’s  assets  in  Bethlehem. 
Intissar  Wazir,  better  known  as 


Um  Jihad,  the  PA  welfare  minis¬ 
ter,  sent  a  letter  to  Joseph  Grip- 
key,  president  of  HLCM,  inform¬ 
ing  him  of  the  takeover  and 
telling  him  that  HLCM  could  not 
sell  any  of  its  .assets. 

According  to  Dr.  Thiab 
Ayyoush,  who  heads  the  commit¬ 
tee  appointed  by  Uni  Jihad  to  run 
the  hospital,  the  PA  took  this 
action  because  the  HLCM  bad 
begun  to  sell  its  assets,  in  contra¬ 
vention  of  Jordanian  law. 

Apparently  notified  of  the 
takeover  in  advance,  the  local  di¬ 
rector,  Dr.  Bassem  Zuaiter, 
stood  at  the  hospital  gates  and 
told  patients  that  the  hospital  was 
closed  and  they  would  have  to  go 
elsewhere  for  treatment.  In  its 
notice  this  week.  HLCM  said  that 


it  would  make  arrangements  to 
pay  the  parents  for  essential  fol¬ 
low-up  medical  treatment  re¬ 
quired  to  finish  any  procedures 
currently  under  way. 

Zuaiter  himself  is  apparently 
treating  many  of  the  patients  in 
his  own  private  clinic.  He  would 
not  agree  to  answer  any  questions 
about  the  hospital,  why  it  had 
closed  or  what  was  happening  to 
the  children.  He  did  say  that  the 
decision  to  close  the  hospital  was 
based  on  economic  consider¬ 
ations  and  had  no  political  Impli¬ 
cations.  He  also  said  that  the  PA 
had  taken  over  the  institution  by 
force  and  that  be  was  denied  ac¬ 
cess  to  it. 

A  secretary  at  the  institution, 
who  would  not  give  her  name. 


said  that  for  the  moment  the  fa¬ 
cility  had  no  administration;  the 
PA  had  not  yet  appointed  re¬ 
placements.  From  time  to  time, 
she  said,  PA  officials  visited  the 
facility. 

“It  is  obviously  a  very  serious 
matter  that  the  Palestinian  Na¬ 
tional  Authority  can  seize  the 
properties  of  an  American  chari¬ 
table  society,  merely  by  signing 
an  administrative  order.  There 
has  been  no  due  process  of  law, 
and  no  legal  process  has  been 
followed.  There  is  no  basis  in  law 
for  this  kind  of  action,”  the  state¬ 
ment  said. 

In  another  notice  in  the  Post, 
HLCM  disclaimed  all  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  children,  patients, 
employees,  payroll  and  bills  con¬ 


nected  with  the  hospital  or  the 
children’s  home. 

According  to  the  notice. 
HLCM  had  for  years  subsidized 
the  Bethlehem  operations  from 
other  funds  and  other  programs. 
It  had  decided  to  dose  the  hospi¬ 
tal.  it  said,  in  order  to  maintain 
other  charitable  activities  at  a 
sustainable  level,  “and  continue 
to  benefit  thousands  of 
Palestinians.” 

An  attempt  to  clarify  the  mat¬ 
ter  with  HLCM  in  Kansas  City 
proved  unfruitful.  Gripkey  him¬ 
self  would  not  come  to  the 
phone,  but  an  employee  who 
would  only  describe  herself  as 
“Vicky”  said  that  the  takeover 
was  illegal. 

“Everything  we  have  to  say  is 


in  our  statement,”  she  said. 

Lea  Perez,  a  spokeswoman  for 
the  US  consul-general  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem.  said  the  consulate  had  been 
informed  of  the  takeover  and  was 
looking  into  the  matter. 

Asked  if  the  takeover  was  not 
cause  for  concern  among  all  for¬ 
eign  charitable  organizations 
working  in  the  Arab  sector,  John¬ 
son  of  the  Lutheran  World  Fed¬ 
eration  said  the  process  of  the 
takeover  —  and  especially  wheth¬ 
er  the  HLCM  actually  owned  the 
facility  -  was  unclear. 

"If  [the  hospital]  is  dearly  ti¬ 
tled  and  registered  in  the  name  of 
the  organization  and  is  still  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  takeover,  then  it’s  an 
obvious  cause  for  concern,"  he 
said.

Three  hoars  later  President 
Clinton  approved  the  statement 
and  Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher  okayed  the 
condolences. 

“Our  first  concern,"  said  a  se¬ 
nior  administration  official,  “was 
to  try  to  be  clear  about  the  unac¬ 
ceptability  of  this  and  try  to  take 
a  public  position,  that,  would  pro¬ 
vide  reassurance  to  Israelis,  and 
provide  moral  leadership  in 
terms  of  condemnation. 

“That's  why  we  called  on  all 
parties  to  condemn  terrorism,  be¬ 
cause  it’s  dear  that  the  Arab  par¬ 
ti  esin  the  process  .are  also  op- 
\posed  to  dns.”

Foreign  Minister  Earoufe  Shara  to 
register  Washington's  displeasure 
with  Damascus's  harboring  of 
Fathi  Shikaki,  leader  of  an  Islam¬ 
ic  Jihad  faction  that  claimed  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  attack.

Christopher  told  Shara  that 
Syrians  conducting  peace  talks 
with  Israel  was  incompatible  with 
its  offering  safe  haven  to  terror¬ 
ists  Eke  Shikaki. 

ftoss  also  phoned  Arafat  and 
impressed  upon  him  the  impor¬ 
tance  the  US  attached  to  his  ap¬ 
prehending  and  detaining  -  not 
merely  rounding  op  and  later  re¬

Additionally,  US  embassies  in 
the  region  urged  the  Jordanian, 
Egyptian  and  Lebanese  leader¬ 


ships  to  condemn  the  killings  and 
stand  by  the  peace  process.  After 
that,  Arafat,  Jordan's  King  Hus¬ 
sein  and  Egypt’s  President  Hosni 
Mubarak  called  Rabin. 

The  US  then  took  one  more 
step  that  day. 

“When  it  became  clear  in  the 
afternoon  that  this  incident  was 
like  the  straw  that  broke  the  cam¬ 
el's  back,  that  it  had  really  put 
Israeli  public  opinion  over  the 
edge,  it  was  clear  we  had  to  do 
something  more  -  and  that's  why 
the  president  wrote  his  letter  to 
Rabin,  [describing  as]  sickening 
[the]  sight  of  Palestinian  extrem¬ 
ists  celebrating  [the  attack],”  the 
official  said. 

THE  US  was  guided  by  four  prin¬ 
ciples  in  coping  with  the  current 
crisis  and  ensuring  the  success  of 
the  broader  negotiations,  deputy 
peace-process  coordinator  Aaron 


Miller  told  a  B’nai  B'rith  group 
this  week. 

He  described  them  thus:  Israeli 
security  and  Palestinian  institu¬ 
tion-building  go  hand-in-hand; 
an  Israeli-Syrian  agreement  is 
crucial  to  attain  regional  peace; 
Israel’s  integration  into  the  re¬ 
gion  “must  be  accelerated'*;  and 
economic  development  will  “re¬ 
duce  the  prospects  of  alienation 
and  extremism." 

For  now,  the  administration 
believes  Arafat  has  taken  some 
necessary  steps  to  respond  to  Is¬ 
rael’s  minimum  requirements. 

Included  are  the  Palestinian 
Police's  arrest  of  four-  leaders  of 
Hamas  and  Islamic  Jihad,  and 
condemning  the  Beit  Lid  killings. 

Officials  say  he  has  also  wel¬ 
comed  Clinton's  decision  Tues¬ 
day  to  freeze  the  US  assets  of 
Middle  East  terrorist  groups. 

Regarding  the  Israeli  govern¬ 


ment,  the  US  continues  to  play 
down  reports  it  is  concerned  that 
the  security  factor  is  chipping 
away  at  Rabin's  popular 
mandate. 

Last  week,  the  assistant  secre¬ 
tary  for  Near  East  affairs,  Robert 
Pelletreau,  charged  that  a 
Ma’ariv  report  to  that  effect  con¬ 
tained  “fabrications"  and  “gross 
misebaraaerizations.  ” 

“We  are  not  alarmed  by  the 
survivability  of  Rabin,”  a  US  of¬ 
ficial  said  on  Wednesday.  “We 
support  the  government  of  the 


prime  minister  as  he  deals  and 
struggles  with  these  complicated 
issues.  He  absolutely  has  our  sup¬ 
port  as  he  moves  ahead." 

As  to  the  Ma’ariv  report's 
claim  that  a  US  Information 
Agency  official  would  travel  to 
Israel  to  scrutinize  Rabin's  stand¬ 
ing.  the  official  said  that  this,  too. 
was  “a  gross  misunderstanding  of 
a  long-planned  trip." 

Asked  whether  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  role  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
bombings  in  Hadera.  Afula,  Tel 
Aviv  and  now  Beit  Lid  has  be¬ 


come  routine,  another  official 
demurred. 

“Perhaps  it  goes  a  little  more 
smoothly,  but  these  are  not  rou¬ 
tine  matters."  he  said. 

“You  dread  that  morning 
phone  call  and  wonder  how  many 
Israelis  were  killed  this  time.  Ev¬ 
ery  morning  that’s  not  interrupt¬ 
ed  is  a  blessing  for  the  peace 
process. 

“It’s  not  a  routine  by  any 
means,  but  it’s  something  we’ve 
come  to  expect."

Communications  Minister 

Shulamit  Aloni  of  Meretz,  never 
one  to  keep  her  opinions  to  her¬ 
self,  scathingly  scored  President  Ezer 
■  Weizman  this  week  for  not  having  kept 
his  opinions  to  himself. 

The  president,  she  contended,  had 
done  nothing  less  than  "undermine  the 
government  and  attempt  to  undermine 
the  entire  peace  process." 

Aionj,  in  her  inimitable  way.  said 
what  many  in  the  coalition  reserve  for 
private  conversations  but  dare  not  utter 
for  attribution. 

There  is  enormous  repressed  anger 
towards  Weizman,  which  remains  un- 
vented  "because  it's  wiser  to  pretend 
that  nothing  is  amiss  and  hope  the  din 
dies  down,"  a  Labor  minister  admitted. 

The  battle  in  which  the  government  is 
now  embroiled  is  a  battle  in  which  "ap¬ 
pearances  are  all  that  count,"  the  minis¬ 
ter  explained.  “But  nevertheless,  it  is  a 
desperate  life-and-deatb  struggle  for 
the  government’s  very  survival.  For  La¬ 
bor  to  be  returned  to  power,  we  must 
seem  to  be  winning  the  battle  with  the 
terrorists  in  order  to  win  the  crucial  PR 


Eliezer  had  been  complaining  in  the 
cabinet  for  a  long  time  that  "we  can't  go 
anywhere  without  being  booed.”  Rabin 
felt  it  acutely  when  he  visited  the  Beit 
Lid  bomb  site  and  was  surrounded  by 
onlookers  who  spontaneously  began 
chanting,  "Rabin  is  guilty,” 

Weizman's  appeal  for  a  reassessment 
came  on  top  of  this  and  on  top  of  Ra¬ 
bin's  already  steep  slide  in  the  polls, 
after  several  weeks  in  which  nothing 
was  going  right  for  the  government  and 
which  culminated  in  Rabin  calling  his 
own  party's  MKs  “morons.”

“To  protect  the  government's 
bruised  image  it's  vital  not  to  magnify 
the  effect  of  Weizman's  words  by  a 
display  of  hurt  and  fury.  Rabin  had  no 
choice  but  to  phone  the  president  and 
claim  that  no  offense  was  taken  by 
Weizman's  call  for  suspension  of  the 
negotiations  with  the  PLO  and  for  an 
exhaustive  review  of  the  government's 
entire  policy. 

“It  was  likewise  essential  that  Rabin, 
too,  make  a  direct  pitch  to  the  public 
via  TV  as  a  counterweight  to  what 
Weizman  had  done."  the  minister 
judged. 

There  is  no  denying  that  grave  politi¬ 
cal  damage  was  done  to  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Housing  Minister  Binvamin  Ben- 


THE  FACT  is  that  Weizman  and  Rabin 
are  not  even  pals  and  never  were. 

There  is  a  long  history  of  bad  blood 
between  them.  It  was  Weizman  who 
made  public  Rabin’s  collapse  on  the  eve 
of  the  Six  Day  War  and  who  talked  of 
his  excessive  drinking.  Rabin,  always 
one  to  bear  a  grudge,  never  forgave 
Weizman.  It's  an  open  secret  that  the 
PM  didn't  really  want  Weizman  as  pres¬ 
ident.  but  didn't  relish  another  clash 
with  his  archrival  Shimon  Peres,  who 
was  ardently  backing  Weizman. 

This  week,  there  were  Labo rites  who 
recalled  this  and  who  made  it  a  point  to 
note  Weizman's  past  as  a  Likud  minis¬ 
ter.  before  he  traded  in  his  hawk’s 
feathers  for  those  of  an  ultra-dove. 
Their  thesis  was  that  the  old  Weizman 
is  now  showing  his  true  feathers. 

Keen  political  ears  in  Labor  could 
not  overlook  nuances  in  what  Weizman 


said,  "which,  go  beyond  simply  calling 
for  time  out,”  as  a  very  top’  Labor  offi¬ 
cial  said.  "Weizman's  tone  and  little 
asides  indicate  that  he  was  not  just 
making  an  emotional  plea  off  the  cuff 
under  the  influence  of  the  horrific  im¬ 
pressions  of  the  moment.'’ 

The  official  noted  that  Weizman 
“seemed  to  have  listened  well  to  every¬ 
thing  Rabin  said  at  his  Beit  Lid  press 
conference.  The  president  then  meticu¬ 
lously  took  apart  each  Rabin  argument. 
Rabin  made  it  a  point  to  stress  that  the 
PLO  can’t  be  held  accountable  for  what 
Palestinians  do  under  Israel’s  role. 
Weizman  appeared  out  to  debunk  the 
Rabin  contention.  He  took  pains  to 
stress  that  Israel  had  the  right  to  expect 
Arafat  to  control  the  population  he 
claims  to  represent,  whether  it  is  in 
Nablus  or  Gaza.” 

The  official  further  pointed  to  re¬ 


marks  which  “may  not  have  attracted 
much  attention  due  to  the  hullabaloo 
over  halting  the  peace  process.  But 
while  making  this  major  point,  Weiz¬ 
man  afcn  sardonically  said,  T  realize, 
that  prizes  were  even  handed  out.’  He 
was  obviously  commenting  tongue-in- 
cheek  about  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize 
[shared  recently  by  Rabin.  Peres  and 
Arafat].  He  depicted  the  government  as 
marching  recklessly  through  a  mine 
field  without  checking  the  terrain.  All 
this  and  many  more  details  of  what 
Weizman  said,  and  how  he  said  it,”  led 
the  Labor  official  to  conclude  that 
“Weizman’s  intentions  weren’t  too 
friendly.” 

At  Beit  Hanassi,  the  position  is  that 
Weizman  simply  tapped  into  a  powerful 
public  mood.

FEW  pilots  of  the  national 
destiny  are  as  blase  about 
heading  for  storm  clouds  as 
our  popular  president.  Ezer 
Weizman.  He  unhesitatingly 
steered  the  presidential  craft  into 
bumpy  political  weather  this 
week,  demanding  an  end  to  nego¬ 
tiations  with  the  PLO  and  sug¬ 
gesting  that  Labor  and  Likud  get 
a  joint  act  together. 

It  all  brought  to  mind  a  Jerusa¬ 
lem  Post  report  from  last  summer 
which  looked  at  Weizman  as  a 
possible  candidate  for  prime  min¬ 
ister  under  direct  elections. 

The  report  said  Weizman’s 
name  had  been  floated  by  Ameri¬ 
can  Jewish  leaders  who,  with 
scant  regard  for  Israel’s  constitu¬ 
tional  niceties,  saw  him  as  the 
ideal  figure  to  unite  the  country’s 
divisive  left  and  right  wings. 

They  were  impressed  by  the 
super-dovish  former  Air  Force 
hero  who  is  also  close  to  radical- 
right  settler  leaders  in  Judea  and 
Samaria.  To  top  it  all,  he  was 
immensely  popular  with  all  sec¬ 
tors  of  the  electorate. 

Thus  it  seemed  the  American 
cousins  were  set  to  persuade 
Weizman  to  run  in  1996  -  and 
were  willing  to  fund  bis 
campaign. 

Weizman  characteristically 
bah-humbugged  the  whole  idea 
as  “ludicrous,”  and  Beit  Hanassi 
sternly  reminded  the  Post  that 
the  president  had  been  elected 
for  five  years,  and  served  two. 

That  brief  storm,  like  this 
week’s,  swiftly  blew  itself  out. 
Whatever  the  political  ins  and 
outs,  there  lingered  a  feeling  that 
Weizman’s  raffish  character  and 
unbridled  opinions  may  have 
shot  the  idea  down  in  flames  - 
“Meidele,  go  learn  to  knit 
socks,”  he  once  told  a  woman 
who  wanted  to  be  an  air-force 
pilot.

Yitzhak  Rabin,,  who  every  day  shows 
4  uncommon  courage  and  backbone  in  deal- 
ling  with  great  external  forces  (the  Ameri¬ 
cans,  the  Syrians,  the  Palestinians;  the  Jor¬ 
danians,  to  name  a  few), .  seems 
remarkably  soft  when  it  comes  to  his  own 
ministers  and  party  members.  He  appears 
to  disconnect  himself  from  that  issue:  let 
•i  them  fight  if  they  want  to. 

.  Unfortunately,  be  can’t  afford  that. 
Nor  can  the  nation.  Strength  starts 
frpm  within.  If  we  are  weak  and  divided 

-  among  ourselves  our  strength  will  vanish 
*  and  we'll  end  up  crumbling  like  a  fortune 

cookie.  ■ 

•  It -  is  high  time  Rabin  whipped  his 


government  into  shape.  There  are  many 
mediocre  people  in  the  cabinet,  which  is  an 
excellent  reason  to  replace  them.  But  an 
even  more  important  reason  is  their 
lack  of  respect  for  the  principles  of  disci¬ 
pline,  unity  and  responsibility,  which  trick¬ 
les  down  from  the  government  to  the 
Knesset  members  and  to  the  common 
citizen. 

Even  in  a  vast  country  like  the  US  there 
are  basically  only  two  parties,  and  the  cabi¬ 
net  functions  without  rebellion  and  exter¬ 
nalized  dissent  as  one  body  under  the 
leadership  of  the  president.  When  for  the 
first  time  in  45  years  a  president  gets  a 
Senate  and  a  Congress  with  opposition 
majorities  it  is  considered  a  major 
upheaval. 

But  how  does  it  compare  with  a  cabinet 
and  a  Knesset  where  nobody  agrees  on 
anything  and  everybody  seems  to  have  his 
own  agenda?  It  almost  makes  you  wish, 
heaven  forbid,  for  a  dictatorship  ingtaari  of 
a  democracy. 

But  since  democracy  is  clearly  the  best 
and  only  acceptable  system  in  existence  for 
a  modem  country,  let's  use  it  to  unite 
rather  than  divide. 

As  a  supporter  of  Rabin,  of  the  Labor 
Party  and  of  the  Labor-led  government,  I 
hope  the  prime  minister  will  show 
the  same  fortitude  and  decisiveness  be 
displayed  in  the  peace  negotiations 
and  enforce  discipline  on  his  own  cabi¬ 
net  and  set  an  example  for  the  rest  of 
Israel. 

Then  maybe  Chechnyan  and  Russian 
Jews  won't  be  fighting  in  our  streets  -  and 
even  the  Orthodox  and  the  secular,  the 
left  and  the  right,  will  think  of  ways  of 
working  together  toward  a  common  goal 
rather  than  make  us  all  lose  sight  of 
why  we  came  to  this  country  in  the  first 
place.

The  obsession  with  Deir  Y assin 


EYE  ON  THE  MEDIA

NO  incident  in  the  history  of  the 
Arab- Israel  conflict  has  been 
used  by  Arab  propagandists 
more  persistently  and  effectively  than 
the  battle  of  Deft  Yassin. 

That  the  story  achieved  mythologi¬ 
cal  proportions  as  a  tale  of  senseless 
slaughter  by  Jewish  extremists  was 
due  not  to  what  actually  happened. 
The  tale  acquired  special  credibility 
because  the  Jewish  Agency  —  then  the 
precursor  of  the  government  of  Israel 
-  used  it  to  bash  the  Irgun  Zvai  Leumi 
(IZL),  the  “dissident”  group  that  led 
the  operation. 

Agency  bead  David  Ben-Curion 
not  only  condemned  the  battle  as  a 
massacre.  He  sent  an  official  apology 
for  the  killings  to  King  Abdullah  of 
Jordan,  whose  Arab  Legion  was  sav¬ 
agely  destroying  Jewish  settlements  at 
the  time. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  Agency's  in¬ 
dictment  of  the  IZL  as  slaughterers 
encouraged  foreign  writers  to  perpet¬ 
uate  the  Deir  Yassin  myth.  Despite 
repeated  investigations  and  eyewit¬ 
ness  testimony  by  both  Arabs  and 
Jews,  the  myth  has  survived. 

When  three  weeks  ago  Jerusalem 
Mayor  Ebud  Olmert  recommended 
naming  a  street  in  Jerusalem  after  t7.l . 
commander  Joshua  Goldschmidt, 
who  participated  in  planning  the  oper¬ 
ation,  one  opponent  of  the  idea  signed 
up  some  70  residents  of  a  senior  citi¬ 
zens’  home  on  a  letter  to  The  Jerusa¬ 
lem  Past  (published  last  Friday)  to 
protest  the  move. 

The  use  of  the  letters  section  -v  one 
of  the  most  widely  read  in  any  paper - 
for  purposes  of  disinformation  is  not 
uncommon.  The  Soviets  used  it  with 
great  skill,  and  today  pro- Arab  propa¬ 
gandists  regularly  plant  fictitious  anti- 
Israel  stories  in  such  letters. 

There  are  no  doubts  about  the  fun¬ 
damental  facts  of  the  Deir  Yassin  bat¬ 
tle.  The  place  was  not  “a  quiet  vil¬ 
lage,"  as  the  letter  describes  it. 
According  to  the  Israel  Office  of  In¬ 
formation  publication  of  1960  (under 
the  Labor  government),  “this  village 
had  been  for  long  a  nest  of  Arab 


snipers  and  armed  bands.” 

The  operation  was  approved  by 
Colonel  David  Shaltiel,  district  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Hagana  and  appointed 
by  Ben-Gurion.  who  sent  a  note  to 
that  effect  to  the  IZL  commander  in 
Jerusalem.  (“I  have  no  objection  to 
your  carrying  out  the  operation  pro¬ 
vided  you  are  able  to  hold  the  vil¬ 
lage.”)  The  taking  of  the  village  en¬ 
abled  the  Hagana  to  build  an  airfield 
in  the  area,  which  served  as  the  only 
means  of  communication  between  be¬ 
sieged  Jerusalem  and  the  coast. 

If  the  attackers  -  80  IZL  and  40 
Lehi  fighters  -  bad  intended  to  massa¬ 
cre  the  village  inhabitants  they  went 
about  it  in  a  strange  way.  Before  firing 
a  single  bullet,  they  broadcast  a  warn¬ 
ing  from  a  loudspeaker  mounted  on 
an  armored  car. 

This  not  only  enabled  noncombat¬ 
ants  to  leave  (the  200  or  so  who  heed¬ 
ed  the  warning  found  shelter  in  a  wadi 
below  the  village  and  survived  un¬ 
scathed);  it  also  deprived  the  at¬ 
tackers  of  the  element  of  surprise, 
which  cost  them  dearly. 

Arab  sources  confirm  this.  On  the 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  battle,  the  Jor¬ 
danian  daily  Urdun  published  a  state¬ 
ment  by  one  of  Deir  Yassin’s  elders, 
Yunes  Ahmad  Assad:  “The  Jews  did 
not  intend  to  hurt  the  villagers,  but 
were  forced  to  do  so  when  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  fired  on  them,  killing  their 

commander." 

A  propaganda  pamphlet  called  “Is¬ 
raeli  aggression,”  issued  by  the  Arab 
League  secretariat  in  the  1950s,  con¬ 
tains  the  following  in  the  section 
about  Deir  Yassin:  “Loudspeakers 
calling  on  the  village  inhabitants  to 
evacuate  it  startled  the  peaceful  vil¬ 
lage  of  Deir  Yassin  which  is  in  the 
Jerusalem  suburbs.”  The  pamphlet 
then  describes  a  quick  capitulation  of 
the  village,  after  which,  it  says,  250- 
300 villagers  were  tortured  and  massa¬ 


cred.  But  two  days  after  the  battle. 
Medical  Association  physicians  made 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  dead 
and  asserted  all  died  of  bullet  wounds 
and  shrapnel.  Their  report  is  in  the 
IDF  archives. 

That  there  was  no  massacre  is  obvi¬ 
ous  also  from  the  fact  that  about  200 
villagers,  mostly  women  and  children, 
were  assembled  in  neighboring  Givat 
Shaui  and  trucked  to  eastern  Jerusa¬ 
lem  to  find  shelter.  (Even  this  hu¬ 
manitarian  act  was  described  in  the 
Arab  pamphlet  as  an  atrocity.  The 
women,  it  says,  were  undressed  and 
driven  exposed  through  Jerusalem  to 
be  photographed  and  mocked  by  the 
Jewish  population.) 

The  battle  for  Deir  Yassin  was  one 
of  the  toughest  confrontations  with 
“irregulars”  in  the  whole  War  of  Inde¬ 
pendence.  Four  IZL  fighters  died  and 
40  were  wounded  in  seven  hours  of 
house  to  house  fighting  against  armed 
irregulars  holed  up  in  the  village.  The 
number  of  Arab  dead  was  close  to 
200.  That  many  of  them  were  non- 
combatants  was  due  to  the  Arab  pro¬ 
clivity  for  using  civilians  as  shields. 

Hizbullah  is  doing  this  in  Lebanon 
today:  the  PLO  did  it  in  the  Lebanon 
war;  and  the  Palestinian  Arabs  resort¬ 
ed  to  the  same  tactics  in  the  1936-39 
intifada  and  the  War  of  Indepen¬ 
dence.  Even  the  British  complained  of 
Arabs  dressed  as  women,  using  chil¬ 
dren  as  shields,  and  firing  from  civil¬ 
ian  residences. 

Nor  was  there  a  difference  between 
the  way  the  Arabs  fought  the  IZL  and 
the  Hagana.  The  clearing  of  Arab 
strongholds  in  tillages  by  the  Hagana 
invariably  caused  a  tremendous  num¬ 
ber  of  civilian  casualties.  But  none  of 
these  battles,  which  in  some  cases 
ended  with  an  even  larger  civilian  toll 
than  Deir  Yassin,  was  branded  “a 
massacre.” 

That  the  Arabs  spread  horror  sto¬ 


ries  about  the  operation  is  hardly  sur¬ 
prising.  Their  description  of  the  atroc¬ 
ities  was  similar  to  what  really  hap¬ 
pened  when  Arabs  slaughtered  Jews 
in  Hebron.  Jerusalem.  Safed.  Motza. 
et  al.  It  was  efficient  propaganda  and 
undoubtedly  helped  tarnish  Israel's 
image.  It  is  even  understandable  - 
though  not  forgivable  -  that  Ben-Gur- 
ion,  obsessed  with  fear  of  an  IZL 
putsch  -  propagated  the  “massacre" 
canard. 

Bui  what  is  totally  incomprehensi¬ 
ble  is  the  regurgitation  of  the  libel 
today  by  Lhose  who  object  to  naming  a 
Street  after  Goldschmidt.  Perhaps  the 
most  offensive  part  of  their  letter  is 
their  description  of  the  massacre  of 
the  77  medical  personnel  on  their  way 
to  Hadassah  Hospital  as  the  "price  we 
had  to  pay  for  Deir  Yassin."  The  let¬ 
ter's  authors  even  claim  the  murderers 
of  the  doctors  and  nurses  yelled  “Deir 
Yassin!”  as  they  were  firing  on  the 
convoy. 

Since  there  were  no  survivors,  there 
is  no  way  to  disprove  this.  But  the  fact 
is  that  attacks  on  convoys  were  not 
only  a  regular  feature  of  the  1936-39 
intifada  a  decade  before;  they  began 
anew  the  day  after  the  UN  partition 
declaration  on  November  29,  1947. 
Seven  Jews  were  killed  by  amb  ushers 
on  November  30;  by  the  end  of  the 
week  105  Jews  had  been  murdered, 
mostly  on  the  roads.  By  February  the 
“Arab  campaign  of  assassination  and 
terror  reached  its  peak,"  according  to 
the  government  information  pam¬ 
phlet.  On  March  27,  two  weeks  before 
Deir  Yassin,  40  Jews  lost  their  lives 
when  a  convoy  from  Gush  Etzion  was 
ambushed  in  Nebi  Daniel. 

Yet  there  are  Israelis  today  who  are 
capable  of  blaming  the  Deir  Yassin 
operation  for  the  attack  on  the  Hadas¬ 
sah  convoy,  one  of  the  most  egregious 
atrocities  since  World  War  II. 

It  makes  one  wonder  if  47  years 
from  now  there  will  be  Israelis  who. 
parroting  the  current  Arab  line,  will 
say  that  the  killing  of  three  Palestinian 
policemen  in  Gaza  caused  the  slaugh¬ 
ter  at  Beit  Lid. 
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Peres’s  Jerusalem  Syndrome

aim  was  “Judaizing  the  land.”’ 

'  -  And  he  notes  -  this  is  the  heart 
of  his  expos£  -  that  “settlement 
building  is  by  definition  an  intrin¬ 
sic  part”  of  the  Zionist  idea. 

Note  well:  “an  intrinsic  part." 

To  underscore  this,  Nobani 
quotes  foe  Arab  thinker  Abdul 
Wahab  Masiri:  “Settlement 
building  is  foe  core  and  source  of 
the  Zionization  of  Israel.” 

( With  thanks  to  Dr.  Joseph

COLONEL  T.E.  Lawrence  (“of 
Arabia”)  also  knew  what  our  re¬ 
turn  to  foe  land  of  our  ancestors 
entailed  and  signified.  Seventy- 
five  years  ago  he  said: 

“...the  Jew  who  leaves  foe 
country  of  his  birth  or  adoption 
to  live  in  Palestine  must  for  a 
considerable  time  remain  a 
stranger  in  foe  land  of  his  forefa¬ 
thers.  But  if  Zionism  is  to  have 
any  future  this  sacrifice  must  be 
faced.  The  Sultan  of  Egypt  once 
remarked  that  a  Zionist  is  a  Jew 
who  pays  another  Jew  to  live  in 
Palestine.  Until  this  idea  can  be 
driven  out  of  foe  heads  of  Jew 
and  non-Jew  alike,  there  can  be 
no  real  hope  for  Zionism.  The 
working  future  of  Zionism...  lies 
in  foe  realization  by  the  intellec¬ 
tual  and  financial  heads  of  foe 
movement  that  they  must...  de¬ 
vote  themselves  personally  as 
well  as  by  financial  means  to  the 
rebuilding  of  Palestine....”  (in¬ 
terview  published  in  foe  Zionist- 
owned  and  -edited,  Jerusalem- 
based  Palestine  Gazette , 
December  26, 1919). 

How  different  our  history 
would  be  if  many  more  Jews  had 
heeded  Lawrence's  admonition 
and  Chaim  Weizmann’s  poignant 
outcry  at  that  time,  “Jewish  Peo¬ 
ple,  where  are  you?” 
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The  chosen  people  and  the  choice 


“And  Moses  came  and  told  the 
people  all  the  words  of  God,  and 
afl  the  judgments.  And  all  foe 
people  answered  with  one  voice, 
and  said:  ‘AH  the  words  which 
God  has  said  wiH  we  do.’  ” 

(Ex.  24:2-4) 

ARE  we  special  because 
we  are  Jews  or  are  we 
Jews  because  we  are  spe¬ 
cial?  What  is  foe  source  of  our 
chosenness?  Is  it  a  unique  Jewish 
gene,  or  is  it  rather  foe  result  of 
our  acceptance  of  a  moral  and 
ethical  dextrine  called  foe  Torah? 

If  foe  latteT,  then  cfaosenness 
has  nothing  to  do  with  race  and 
everything  to  do  wifo  lifestyle. 

According  to  Maimonides, 
birth  alone  doesn't  guarantee 
uniqueness.  Hence,  when  classi¬ 
cal  Judaism  speaks  of  foe  chosen¬ 
ness  of  Israel  to  God,  this  con¬ 
cept  applies  not  to  a 
characteristic  of  race,  but  rather 
to  foe  fact  that  we  are  the  nation 
which  lives  an  ethical  and  moral 
lifestyle  mandated  by  foe  Torah. 

Countering  Maimonides,  foe 
great  medieval  sage  Rabbi  Ye¬ 
huda  Halevy  claims  that  simply 
being  bom  Jewish  is  in  itself  a 
segula,  a  sign  of  privilege  and 
uniqueness.  Rabbi  Yehuda  Hale¬ 
vy  divides  foe  world  into  four 
realms,  from  foe  inanimate  to  the 
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world  of  vegetation,  and  from 
vegetation  to  living  creatures, 
and  from  creatures  to  human  be¬ 
ings.  But  above  everything,  God 
created  the  Jewish  people.  His 
own  nation  charged  with  a  certain 
mission  on  earth;  therefore  each 
person  born  a  Jew  is  endowed 
wifo  a  special  inyan  Elohi,  a  God¬ 
ly  element. 

The  differences  between  Mai¬ 
monides  and  Rabbi  Yehuda  Ha¬ 
levy  carry  through  on  such  basic 
issues  as  foe  ultimate  efficacy  of 
conversion  and  the  ability  to 
prophesy.  According  to  Maimon¬ 
ides,  a  gentile  wbo  converts  be¬ 
comes  a  Jew  in  every  sense  of  the 
word;  after  all,  the  Book  of  Ruth 
comes  to  teach  that  a  sincere  Mo¬ 
abite  convert  can  become  the  for- 
bearer  of  the  Messiah. 

But  Rabbi  Yehuda  Halevy 
would  emphasize  certain  limita¬ 
tions  placed  upon  converts,  and 
insist  that  real  prophecy  is  the 
sole  legacy  of  Israel. 

This  week’s  portion  of  Mishpa- 
tim  seems  to  support  Maimoni¬ 
des.  The  end  of  Mishpatim  re¬ 
cords  what  has  to  be  the  central 
covenant  of  the  Jewish  people  as 


a  nation.  The  entire  portion  is 
devoted  to  commandments. 

The  Torah  records  how  Moses 
writes  down  all  of  God’s  words, 
then  builds  an  altar  where  burnt- 
offerings  are  sacrificed.  Moses 
then  takes  the  book  of  the  cove¬ 
nant.  reads  it  to  the  people,  and 
the  people  respond:  “All  that 
God  has  spoken,  we  will  do  and 
obey.”  This  is  foe  covenant,  a 
turning  point  in  Jewish  history. 

BUT  THE  fact  this  covenant  ap¬ 
pears  at  the  end  of  Mishpatim 
forces  us  to  ask  why  it  wasn't 
handed  down  with  foe  giving  of 
the  Ten  Commandments,  when 
the  majesty  of  Mt.  Sinai  was  still 
palpable. 

For  Maimonides,  the  belated 
introduction  of  the  covenant 
poses  no  problem  because  he 
holds  that  what  makes  the  Jewish 
people  unique  is  the  command¬ 
ments  -  especially  those  between 
human  beings.  If  we  keep  them, 
therein  lies  our  uniqueness. 
Therefore  foe  covenant  is  made 
only  after  a  goodly  portion  of  the 
commandments  are  presented. 

This  support  for  foe  Maimoni- 
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dean  position  is  reflected  by  the 
Midrash,  wherein  God  approach¬ 
es  the  nations  of  the  world,  offer¬ 
ing  each  one  the  Torah.  Only  af¬ 
ter  they  refuse,  and  the  Israelites 
cry  out  unconditionally  "We  shall 
do  and  we  shall  obey,”  does  God 
make  His  covenant  with  us  -  a 
covenant  based  upon  our  accep¬ 
tance  of  His  laws! 

Rabbi  Abraham  Isaac  Hako- 
hen  Kook,  the  former  chief  rabbi 
of  Israel,  seems  to  agree  with 
Rabbi  Yehuda  Halevy.  but  in  re¬ 
ality  has  a  most  cogent  and  medi¬ 
atory  position.  In  a  letter  written 
in  1927,  he  sheds  light  on  the 
question  of  the  uniqueness  of  the 
Jew  by  distinguishing  between 
the  Jewish  people  as  a  whole 
(Knesset  Yisraef)  and  the  Jew  as 
an  individual.  Citing  a  Talmudic 
passage,  “A  gentile  who  occupies 
himself  with  Torah  is  as  great  as 
the  high  priest,"  (Bava  Kama 
38a)  he  develops  the  idea  that  all 
are  equal  -  Jew.  convert.  Gentile 
-  in  their  ability  to  achieve 
perfection. 

But  the  Bible  does  guarantee  - 
and  this  is  its  only  promise  -  that 
the  Israelite  nation  will  never  dis¬ 
appear  from  the  family  of  na¬ 
tions,  bearing  the  banner  of  To¬ 
rah  and  commandments,  leading 
the  way  toward  world  peace  and 
redemption.  Shabbat  Shalom 
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ONE  of  the  newest  bidding 
theories  on  the  market 
today  was  discovered  by 
one  of  the  oldest  living  bridge 
theorists,  Jean-Rene  Vernes  of 
France. 

In  the  early  1950s,  Vernes  had 
the  idea  of  applying  statistical 
methods,  used  in  biology  and  so¬ 
cial  sciences,  to  bridge  bidding. 
He  showed  that  the  level  of  com¬ 
petitive  bidding  depends  on  disr 
tribution  more  than  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  high  cards.  This  idea 
developed  into  the  Law  of  Total 
Tricks,  which  states:  “The  num¬ 
ber  of  total  tricks  in  a  hand-  is 
approximately  equal  to  the  total 
number  of  trumps  held  by  both 
sides,  each  in  its  respective 
suit.” 

Vernes,  who  is  now  82,  recent- 
ty  formed  a  partnership  with  An¬ 
drei  Varlan,  with  whom  he 
is  planning  a  new  bidding  sys¬ 
tem. 

A  former  teacher  in  Romania, 
Varlan  now  teaches  bridge  in 
France.  He  says  Romanians,  who 
love  bridge,  played  a  lot  before 
1982,  when  bridge  was  prohibited 
by  law.  The  Ceausescu  govern¬ 
ment  feared  that  intellectuals  and 
young  people  would  find  in 
bridge  tournaments  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  meet  each  other  and  con¬ 
spire. 

Books  about  bridge  were  rare 
there,  but  Varian’s  father  ob¬ 
tained  them  for  his  son  and 
friends  while  abroad.  Among  the 
titles  was  Bridge  Modeme  de  la 
Defense  by  Vernes.  This  book 
hedped:5thetn  make  great  im¬ 
provements  in- a  difficult  part  of 
the  game:  competitive  bidding. 
In  1986,  Vartan's  family  left 


Romania  for  France.  One  night, 
at  a  local  duplicate  at  Aix-en- 
Provence.  Varlan  gently  growled 
at  his  partner  who  had  not  com¬ 
peted  to  three  spades  with  nine 
trumps  between  the  partnership, 
leaving  the  opponents  in  three 
hearts  undoubled.  His  right-hand 
opponent  asked  if  they  knew 
about  the  Law  of  Total  Tricks. 
He  turned  out  to  be  Vernes  him¬ 
self,  and  the  two  immediately  be¬ 
came  friends. 

The  first  article  on  the  Law  of 
Total  Tricks  appeared  in  Bridge 
World  Magazine  in  1969.  It  was 
not  until  last  year,  howeveT,  that 
the  law  became  popular,  when 
American  Larry  Cohen  wrote  a 
best-seller  about  the  subject.  The 
hand  in  this  week's  diagram  illus¬ 
trates  the  law  perfectly.  It  was 
played  in  the  world  champion¬ 
ship  of  1962  between  Italy  and 
North  America. 

At  one  table,  the  auction  be¬ 
gan  one  dub  by  East,  which 
promised  a  balanced  hand.  South 
overcalied  one  spade  and  West 
passed.  North  s  bid  of  one  no- 
trump  may  appear  eccentric  to 
modern  readers,  who  would  ex¬ 
pect  North  to  make  a  cue  bid  in 
support  of  spades.  In  those  days, 
however,  the  raise  was  often  de¬ 
layed  until  further  rounds  of  bid¬ 
ding.  South  rebid  two  spades, 
showing  six  of  them,  and  West 
ventured  three  hearts. 

At  this  point.  North  should 
have  raised  his  partner,  but  he 
chose  to  pass  and  three  hearts 
became  the  final  contract,  mak¬ 
ing  nine  tricks.  At  the  other  table 
the  aucdon  was  similar  except 
that  over  tyree  hearts  the  North 
player  did  bid  three  spades  and 
his  partner  also  made  nine  tricks. 
The  Italians  scored  nine  tricks  at 
both  tables,  once  in  three  hearts 
by  East-West  and  once  in  three 
spades  by  North-South,  for  a  to¬ 
tal  score  of  280  points. 

Now  let’s  see  how  the  law  ap¬ 
plies.  Each  partnership  had  nine 
trumps  and  relatively  equal 
strength-  Therefore,  each  side 
should  have  competed  for  nine 
tricks.  The  law  says  that  the  total 
number  of  trumps  equals  the  to¬ 
tal  number  of  tricks,  in  this  case 
18. 

It  is  a  coincidence,  however, 
that  each  side  can  make  exactly 
nine  tricks  with  its  nine  crumps. 
As  an  experiment,  transfer  the 
king  of  hearts  tp  the  South  hand. 
Now  South  will  score  10  tricks  in 
a  spade  contract*-while  East  will 
score  onlv  eight,  but  still  the  total 
is  18.

Early  irises  unfold 


MARCH  and  April  are 
the  peak  mouths  for  en¬ 
joying  wildflowers,  but 
February  offers  some  treats, 
among  them  the  earliest  irises. 

Israel  abounds  in  irises,  with  at 
least  14  species  and  new  ones  still 
being  discovered.  Of  these  a 
good  many  are  early  bloomers 
and  though  a  few  are  strictly  local 
attractions,  others  are  found  in 
many  parts  of  the  country. 

The  earliest  irises  are  both  yel¬ 
low:  the  Grant-Duffs  iris  {inis 
habitsot  in  Hebrew;  Iris  grant- 
duffti  in  Latin)  and  the  Palestin¬ 
ian  iris  (trus  eretz-yisraeli  in  He¬ 
brew;  Iris  palaesdna  in  Latin). 

The  Grant-Duff’s  iris  grows  in 
the  swampy  areas  of  the  north  of 
.Israel  and,  except  for  Syria,  no¬ 
where  else.  The  Palestinian  iris 
grows  in  both  the  hQls  and  the 
coastal  region. 

But  while  seeking  the  gold  of

irises  don’t  overlook  two  beauti¬ 
ful  flowers  blooming  in  the  same 
colors  and  at  the  same  time:  the 
yellow  Jacob's  rod  {Asphodeline 
lutea  in  Latin;  iryoni  tzahov  in 
Hebrew)  and  Gagea  {Gagea 
commutata  in  Latin;  zehavit 
hashluhot  in  Hebrew).  Both  grow 
in  the  coastal  area  and  both  are 
of  the  lily  family. 

Along  with  the  wild  daffodil 
{Narcissus  tazetta  in  Latin;  the 
familiar  run-las  matzid  in  He¬ 
brew)  there  are  also  some  irises 
in  the  purple  and  bhush  range. 
One  of  the  most  striking  is  the  tall 
Nazareth  iris  {Iris  hismarddana 
in  Latin;  inis  natzrad  in  Hebrew). 

This  imposing  flower  is  of  a 
peculiar  speckled  bluish-purplish 


color  which  nature  enthusiast  and 
wildflower  expert  Azaria  Alon 
calls  “a  very  peculiar  color"  in  his 
guide  to  wildflowers.  Although 
most  common  around  Nazareth 
this  flower  is  also  found  through¬ 
out  GalOee. 

The  Yeroham  iris  {Iris  Herur. 
chamensis  in  Latin;  inis  yeroham 
in  Hebrew)  grows  only  in  a  small  . 
nature  reserve  near  Yerohanu-  It 
is  deep  purple  but  has  variations 
of  brown  and  even  yellow. 

The  Helena  Maria  iris  is  some¬ 
times  called  the  Negev  iris  in  En¬ 
glish  as  well  as  in  Hebrew  {inis 
hanegev).  This  tallish  purple 
flower  (Iris  mariae  in  Latin)  is 
named  after  Queen  Helena, 
mother  of  Constantine.  It  can  be  #i 
fono4-as  early  as  the  end  of  Jai^-f/c 
ary  throughout  the  Negev- '  _ 

Do  remember  that  ail  irises  are 
strictly  protected  and  one  must 
not  take  flowers  or  conns.

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Oliver  Sacks  demonstrates  a  method  to  his  madness 


*s  normal,  according  to  this 
eurologist-author,  who  is  walking  proof 
of  his  assertion.  Helena  de  Bertodano 
reports  from  New  York 


WHEN  Oliver  Sacks  was  a 
young  medical  student,  he 
met  a  dying  tea-planter  who 
jaooerea  deliriously  and  was  avoided 
by  everyone.  But  Sacks  felt  drawn  to 
bim  and  spent  hoars  listening  to  what 
seemed  to  be  a  torrent  of  nonsense. 

Gradually  Ms  delirium  began  to 
make  sense.  It  was  tike  witnessing  a 
dream,  mid  eventually  I  manage  to 
engage  him  in  discussion,”  he  recalls. 

Sacks’s  absorption  with  the  “mutter¬ 
ing  old  fool”  was  seen  as  most  peculiar 
by  his  fellow  students. 

Now,  sitting  in  his  office  in  Green¬ 
wich  Village  some  40  years  later,  ga*v« 
believes  that  the  encounter  marked  the 
beginning  of  his  fascination  with  the  far 
borders  of  human  experience.  “I  felt  I 
had  become  an  anchor  in  the  man’s 
delirium,”  he  says. 

Sacks  has  recently  completed  yin  Arx- 
thropologist  on  Mars ,  seven  biographi¬ 
cal  case  studies  in  the  same  genre  as  his 
earlier  book.  The  Man  Who  Mistook 
His  Wife  For  A  Hat .  The  book,  to  be 
published  next  week,  delves  into  realms 
of  human  behavior  that  are  so  extraor¬ 
dinary,  they  are  scarcely  believable. 

For  someone  who  has  acted  as  an 
anchor  to  dozens  of  people  with  bizarre 
neurological  disorders,  he  seems 
strangely  anchorless  himself.  He  does 
not  at  still  fora  second,  and  his  conver¬ 
sation  is  eccentric,  with  so  many 
changes  of  direction  that  you  feel  you 
are  in  a  maze  -  or  reading  one  .of  his 
books,  with  footnotes  as  long  as  the 
stories  themselves. 

Looking  at  his  clothes  you  would  not 
think  this  was  midwinter.  Sitting  in  a 
room  with  a  chilling  draft.  Sacks  is 
wearing  a  T-shirt,  cotton  trousers  and 
sandals.  His  office  has  huge  windows 
overlooking  the  Hudson  River.  He  has 
a  house  on  City  Island,  a  quiet  pocket 
of  New  York,  but  spends  most  of  his 
time  in  his  office,  sometimes  even 
sleeping  here. 

Apropos  of  nothing,  he  grabs  a  jar  of 
manganese  from  the  desk,  poms  out 
the  chips  and  passes  some  to  me.  “I 
love  manganese,”  he  says,  adding  by 
way  of  explanation:  “It  forms  big  nod¬ 
ules  on  die  floor  of  the  ocean.” 

He  pauses,  stroking' the  little  chips 
meditatively.  “I  love  chemistry  and  ele¬ 
ments  and  the  periodic  table.  They  give, 
me  of  stabilrf^  ti.af^jasf^hey1-" 


provide  something  more  stable  than 
family  relationships.”  He  laughs  ner¬ 
vously.  “Manganese  doesn't  go  away.  It 
knows  not  to  send  you  to  the  country 

and  refuse  to  visit  you.” 

Tins  is  a  reference  to  his  evacuation 
during  the  war,  an  event  scored  into 
Sacks’s  psyche.  At  the  age  of  six,  his 
Jewish  parents  sent  him  away  from 
north  London,  where  the  family  lived, 
to  a  “sadistic  PngWch  boarding  school.” 

Although  he  later  became  dose  to  his 
pwents,  he  believes  those  four  years 
stunted  his  emotional  growth. 

“I’m  inclined  to  think  that  period 
produced  some  disturbance  in  my  so¬ 
cializing  ability.  I  have  never  married  or 
lived  with  anyone;  I  don’t  thmfc  I  could 
bear  it.” 

He  tails  off  and  is  lost  in  thought  for  a 
few  seconds  before  adding  vehemently: 
“And  yet  I  miss  it.  I  don’t  really  know 
what  die  answer  is.  I  suppose  that  so 
long  as  I  can  be  fairly  involved  in  work 
then  the  empty  house  -  and  to  some 
extent  the  empty  life  —  doesn't  distress 
me  too  much.” 

THERE  IS  something  almost  unbear¬ 
ably  poignant  about  this  brutal  honesty. 
And  yet  it  does  not  seem  to  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  self-pity.  He  talks  about  him¬ 
self  in  a  detached  way,  as  though  he  is 
observing  one  of  Iris  patients. 

His  patients,  in  a  way,  are  his  anchor. 
Letters  from  people  describing  peculiar 
disorders  alert  him  to  new  cases,  and  he 
investigates  those  that  interest  him 
most,  acting  as  a  medical  Sherlock 
Holmes. 

He  has  recently  returned  from  Pinge 
Lap,  a  tiny  “color-blind”  island  off  Ja¬ 
pan,  where  a  quarter  of  the  inhabitants 
have  no  cones  in  their  eyes.  He  fetches 
his  photographs  of  his  time  there,  apol¬ 
ogizing  for  the  distraction:  ‘Tm  sorry,  I 
didn't  mean  to  divert  you  -  brut  I'm 
afraid  I  consist  of  diversions." 

He  says  that  although  his  cases  come 
to  him  randomly,  be  senses  a  profound 
Hnk-  “i  am  sure-  there  is  some  deep 
connection,  and  they  form  a  path  which 
leads  me  deeper  and  deeper  into  human 
nature,”  he  says. 

The  cases  in  his  new  book  demon¬ 
strate  how  strange  that  nature  can  be. 

There  is  tire  eminent  surgeon  who 
.suffers  .from  "fpurette’s  Syndrome,  a 
•disorder*  characterized  by  Thvoluiiftary  -■ 


Like  an  autistic  woman  be  describes  in  his  new  book.  Sacks  sees  hmwlf 
as  an  anthropologist,  observing  people,  yet  feeling  like  an  outsider: 


outbursts  and  sudden  movements. 

Sacks  assumes  spasmodic  arm  move¬ 
ments  as  he  describes  the  surgeon,  a 
man  who  lunges  at  the  ground  and  ob¬ 
sessively  repeats  phrases  such  as  “Hi, 
Patty”  -  the  name,  it  transpires,  of  a 
former  girlfriend.  Yet  in  the  operating 
room  the  man  calmly  performs  the  most 
complex  surgery  with  total 
professionalism. 

Then  there  is  Temple,  the  autistic 
woman  who  lends  the  book  its  title. 

-Tempfe;  ffipughti^jly;  intelligent,  can¬ 


not  understand  or  feel  emotions,  and 
only  knows  how  to  react  in  social  cir¬ 
cumstances  by  imitating  others.  This, 
she  says,  makes  her  feel  like  an  anthro¬ 
pologist  on  Mazs.  She  longs,  however, 
to  be  hugged  and  has  invented  a 
“squeeze  machine”  -  a  body-sized 
trough  -  to  do  just  that. 

When  Sacks  talks  about  Temple,  he 
becomes  rather  self-conscious.  He  still 
sees  her  and  obviously  feels  close  to 
her. 

■  “I  very  certainly  empathize  strongly 


with  Temple  and  I've  got  some  similar¬ 
ities  there.” 

Like  her,  he  has  dedicated  his  life  to 
work  and  be  sees  himself  as  an  anthro¬ 
pologist,  observing  people  yet  feeling 
like  an  outsider. 

“There  is  a  very  strong  ambivalence 
in  me  about  belonging.  I  want  to  be  an 
insider,  and  then  again,  I  don’t,”  he 
says. 

HIS  AWKWARDNESS  with  the  hu¬ 
man  race  makes  him  an  unlikely  subject 
for  fame.  But  his  discovery  of  a  drag  to 
awaken  the  victims  of  the  1920s  sleep¬ 
ing  sickness  dispensed  with  his  anonym¬ 
ity  forever. 

In  196S  he  administered  L-Dopa  to 
patients.  They  miraculously  awakened, 
but  the  cure  was  short-lived,  and  they 
soon  reverted  into  strange,  unstable 
states.  Many  of  them  could  not  bear  the 
discovery  that  they  had  missed  nearly 
half  a  century.  It  was  an  extraordinary 
event,  the  stuff  of  legends,  and  was 
seized  upon  by  Hollywood  for  the  film 
Awakenings,  with  Robin  Williams  play¬ 
ing  Sacks. 

Does  he  ever  regret  using  the  drug, 
which  one  patient  nicknamed  HeU- 
Dopa?  He  says  he  hesitated  for  two 
years  and  decided  that  the  patients  had 
nothing  to  lose.  “But  when  things  were 
going  very  wrong.  I  did  have  a  sense 
that  I’d  shaken  them  out  of  their  calm 
into  a  torment.” 

Sacks  says  that  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  a  normal  person.  He  says  that  a 
disorder  can  become  so  much  a  part  of 
someone  that  the  brain  cannot  cope 
with  a  sadden  cure. 

“We  think  it  is  normal  to  see,  but  if 
someone  has  always  been  blind  our  in¬ 
sistence  on  ‘normalizing'  them  may  run 
into  a  great  deal  of  trouble.” 

His  knowledge  of  the  complexities  of 
the  human  brain  makes  him  feel  both 
excited  and  frightened,  be  says,  strok¬ 
ing  his  beard,  a  trim  tidy  ghost  of  the 
tangled  thatch  it  once  was. 

“It  is  wonderful  to  think  that  a  tiny 
part  of  the  brain  can  make  such  a  differ¬ 
ence,  but  I  have  to  remind  myself  that  I 
am  also  dealing  with  a  vulnerable  per¬ 
son.  I  try  not  to  uncover  more  disabil¬ 
ities  than  a  person  can  deal  with.” 

One  of  his  close  friends.  Prof.  Rich¬ 
ard  Gregory,  describes  Sacks  as  a 
“wonderful  communicator,"  adding 
that  he  has  changed.  “He’s  become 
more  of  the  grand  savant  and  far  less 
naive.  But  he  still  has  his  funny  semi¬ 
phobias.  Last  time  I  saw  him,  he  be¬ 
came  incredibly  irritated  because  one  of 
my  shoelaces  was  undone.  For  some 
reason,  this  really  upset  him.” 

Sacks  came  to  New  York  in  1965 
aged  31,  “briefly,  as  I  thought.”  Thirty 
years  later  he  is  still  there. 

He  originally  left  England;  after 


ford,  because  he  felt  he  wanted  space. 

“There  were  already  four  Dr. 
Sackses  in  England  [his  parents  and  two  - 
of  his  three  brothers],  which  I  felt  was  i 
enough.  Also  I  had  a  sense  that  I 
wouldn't  be  tolerated  in  England,  that 
medicine  was  too  tight  to  accommodate 
an  oddity  like  myself.  I  felt  that  in  the 
interstices  of  the  looser  society  in  the 
States.  I  could  somehow  get  lost  and 
survive.” 

He  says  he  doesn’t  feel  at  home  in  the  i 
US.  “But  I  don't  feel  particularly  at 
home  anywhere.  I  suppose  this  is  both  a  . 
strength  and  a  weakness;  it  may  partly 
be  an  example  of  the  Jewish  notion  of 
being  a  perpetual  exile.” 

Although  he  still  feels  Jewish,  he  is 
not  observant.  He  says  be  has  not  be¬ 
lieved  in  God  since  the  age  of  10,  when 
he  issued  him 'with  a  challenge. 

He  planted  two  rows  of  radishes  and  ^ 
said  that  if  God  wanted  to  prove  his  ' 
existence  then  he  must  make  one  row  ; 
flourish  and  the  other  row  wilt.  Both 
rows  wilted. 

“I’m  now  unable  to  imagine  anyone 
up  there  controlling  things.  My  wonder  ' 
is  transferred  to  evolution  and  the  mir¬ 
acle  of  self-creation.  I’m  very  conscious  , 
of  the  ancient  past  in  us.  Occasionally,  : 
in  victims  of  multiple  sclerosis,  there  4 
may  be  an  odd  movement  of  the  palate 
and  muscles  in  the  neck  and  inner  ear.  ;

“SOME  of  the  smaller  banks,”  1 
wrote  in  December  1992,  “ap¬ 
pear  to  have  been  lending  aggres¬ 
sively,  some  would  say  recldess- 
ly.  to  finance  share  purchases  ... 
Some  of  the  larger  ones  may  have 
been  following  in  their  footsteps. 

“The  Bank  of  Israel,  which  is 
currently  carrying  out  a  routine 
check,  says  it  is  not  worried  by 
the  phenomenon.  It  should  be  ... 
It  is  a  disaster  waiting  to 
happen.” 

At  the  time,  the  main  stock 
market  indices  stood  at  around 
190.  They  have  since  been  up  to 
250,  powered  by  a  ton  of  easy 
credit,  and  are  now  mired  under 
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160,  as  my  prediction  unfortu¬ 
nately  proved  accurate.  We  have 
seen  suicides  and  impoverish¬ 
ment  -  and  there  will  likely  be 
more.

THE  trade  gap  soared  23.S  per¬ 
cent  last  year  to  $7.9  billion,  as 
exports  jumped  11.16%  and  im¬ 
ports  shot  up  15.76%,  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Bureau  of  Statistics  reported 
yesterday. 

Although  83.5%  of  the  deficit 
derived  from  trade  with  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  Union  (EU)  and  the  Eu¬ 
ropean  Free  Trade  Association 
{EFT  A)  countries,  only  35.3%  of 
Israel’s  exports  ended  up  in  those 
countries. 

The  trade  deficit  with  the  EU 
and  EFTA,  excluding  diamonds, 
grew  SI .34b.,  out  of  a  total  deficit 
rise  of  $1.5b.  The  gap  widened  to 
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Si. 8b.  when  diamonds  were 
included. 

The  trade  gap  with  the  US, 
excluding  diamonds,  expanded 
$340  million  to  $867m.  However, 
with  the  inclusion  of  diamonds, 
the  deficit  was  tamed  into  a  $lb. 
surplus.  About  half  of  the  coun¬ 
try's  diamond  exports,  or  $2b.t 
ended  up  in  the  US. 

The  trade  gap  with  Asia  nar¬ 
rowed  by  $73m.  to  $721m.,  while 


the  surplus  with  the  former  East 
Bloc  countries  shrank  by  $68on.  to 
$195m.  Israel  registered  a  trade 
surplus  with  Japan,  including  dia¬ 
monds,  of  S20m.,  compared  with  a 
deficit  of  $280m.  in  1993. 

About  a  fourth  of  the  $1.2b. 
increase  in  exports  last  year  de¬ 
rived  from  trade  with  Aria.  Ex¬ 
ports  to  Japan,  Thailand,  and  In¬ 
dia  rose  $50m--$80m.  Exports  to 
Singapore,  the  Philippines,  and 


Hong  Kong  increased  S20m.- 
$30m.  By  contrast,  exports  to 
China  and  South  Korea  remained 
unchanged.

TRIC).  Until  now,  IFTRIC  has 
only  insured  exports. 

The  insurance  will  only  cover 
political  risks,  however,  such  as 
nationalization,  confiscation, 
war.  revolution,  or  the  passage 
of  new  laws  which  would  pre¬ 
vent  the  company's  busi-

IFTRIC  w2l  be  allowed  to  in¬ 
sure  up  to  $200  million  worth  of 
investments.  It  has  not  received 
additional  government  guaran¬ 
tees  to  cover  the  new  program, 
but  if  necessary,  it  can  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  $200m.  in  existing 
government  guarantees  to  cover 
its  losses.

PUBLIC  borrowing  of  unlinked  shekels  fell  last  month  for  the  first 
time  in  1994,  reflecting  the  impact  of  the  central  bank’s  significant 
interest  rate  hikes  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Bank  of  Israel  announced  yesterday  that  unlinked  shekel  loans 
dropped  2  percent  in  December  to  NIS  54.3  billion  from  NIS  55.2b.  in 
November.  The  central  bank  interpreted  this  as  a  sign  that  its  tight 
monetary  policy  is  having  an  impact  and  will  ultimately  help  curb 
inflation. 

Last  year,  unlinked  shekel  credit  shot  up  21.5%.  significantly  more 
than  the  14.5%  rise  in  consumer  prices. 

Average  interest  rates  on  credit  to  the  public  jumped  to  22.48% 
from  20.5%  in  November,  mostly  as  a  result  of  the  1.5  percentage 
point  interest  rate  hike  by  the  central  bank  at  the  beginning  of 
December. 

The  interest  commercial  banks  charged  on  overdrafts  shot  up  to  an 
average  annual  rate  of  25.25%,  from  23.09%  in  November.  Fixed- 
term  interest  rates  on  credit  increased  to  20.31%  from  18.47%. 


‘Israeli  holdings  beginning  to  suffer  from  Mexican  stigma’ 


INVESTORS  might  not  think  of 
their  Israeli  holdings  as  risky  in¬ 
vestments,  but  they  have  recently 
started  to  suffer  from  a  similar 
sort  of  stigma  that  is  attached  to 
Mexican  holdings,  according  to 
Rodolfo  Bogni.  head  of  Swiss 
Bank  Corporation’s  (SBC)  Lon¬ 
don  branch. 

According  to  Bogni.  wbo  ar¬ 
rived  in  Israel  this  week  to  devel¬ 
op  the  bank's  activities  in  Israel, 
investors  have  lost  confidence  in 
all  emerging  markets  because  of 
Mexico’s  financial  crisis. 

*T  think  the  situation  in  Mexico 
has  bad  a  major  effect  on  the 
psyche  of  investors  as  a  whole, 
not  because  everybody  was  in¬ 
vested  in  Mexico  or  emerging 
markets  but  because  you  have  a 
number  of  investors  who  feel 
very  depressed.” 

“The  year  started  on  the  wrong 
psychological  foot.  There  will  be 
a  recovery  in  financial  terms  and 
in  psychological  terms  as  well. 
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But  the  psychological  recovery 
will  take  more  time  since  there 
aren't  many  exciting  stories,  ex¬ 
cept  the  pattern  of  growth  in 
Asia.”  he  added. 

Nevertheless,  Mexico's  financial 
crisis  has  not  deterred  SBC  from 
attempting  to  develop  its  business 
in  Israel.  SBC  is  considered  one  of 
the  world’s  strongest  financial  in¬ 
stitutions.  rated  the  maximum  tri¬ 
ple  A  by  rating  agency  Standard  & 
Poors.  With  assets  of  about  $140 
billion,  SBC  is  one  of  the  world's 
largest  banks. 

Swiss  Bank  plans  to  strengthen 
its  business  in  Israel  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  Clal  Issuing,  the  bro¬ 
kerage  arm  of  the  Gal  group. 

“It  all  started  roughly  six 
months  ago.  when  we  started 
talking  with  Gal  Issuing,"  said 
Bogini.  We  will  try  to  do  things 
together  with  Gal  Issuing  in  ev¬ 
ery  area,  where  it  is  in  the  best 
interest  of  our  clients.  Since  the

While  SBC  does  not  intend  to 
open  an  office  in  Israel,  Bogni 
envisages  frequent  travel  for  a 
number  of  SBC  executives  be¬ 
tween  Israel  and  Europe. 

Emphasizing  that  SBC  is  a 
leader  in  international  privatiza¬ 
tion, equity  and  feqg^-Iinketf.bf-  * 
ferings,  Bogni  said4he  bank  has  • 
already  applied  to  participate  in 
Bezek’s  overseas  offering. 

"Privatization  is  one  of  the  rea¬ 
sons  for  SBC  to  operate  in  Israel. 
It  is  one  area  in  which  we  have  a 
track  record,  both  on  the  adviso¬ 
ry  side  and  underwriting  side,” 
said  Bogini. 

"But  there  are  other  areas 
which  are  equally  important.

SOME  70  baseball  enthusiasts 
know  a  lot  more  about  the  game 
after  spending  yesterday  at  an  Is¬ 
rael  Association  of  Baseball 

coaching  clinic. 

Major  league  coaches  Jim  Le¬ 
febvre  of  the  Oakland  Athletics, 
Colorado  Rockies*  Pat  Dobson 
and  Sam  Suplizio  of  the  CaKfor- 
nia  Angels  completed  the  first 
day  of  a  three-day  .training  ses¬ 
sion  at  Moshav  Zofit  to  leach  the 
fundamentals  of  America's  pas¬ 
time  to  an  eager  group  of  Israelis 
of  all  ages  and  genders. 

Lefebvre,  53,  was  all  over  the 
diamond,  leading  calisthenics, 
teaching  the  rudiments  of  hfamg 
from  a  batting  tee,  turning  dou¬ 
ble  plays  and  promoting  the  eth¬ 
ics  of  team  play. 

“Winners  have  bragging  rights, 
and  no  one's  going  to  brag  on  my 
time,”  said  the  former  Seattle 
Mariners  and  Chicago  Cubs  man¬ 
ager.  “The  desire  to  win  has  got 
to  burn  inside  you  and  you  mod 
be  willing  to  pay  the  dues  to 
achieve  success. 

)  “Tor  some  players,  it  comes 
easy,”  he  said,  referring  to  Ken 
Griffey  Jr.  whom  be  man^wv}  a( 
Seattle.  “I  simply  asked  him,  ‘is 
your  bat  cracked?  If  not,  then  get 
up  to  the  plate  and  make  me  look 
good!”* 

Hitting,  the  eight-year  Dodg¬ 
ers  veteran  continued,  is  over¬ 
coached  and  undertrained.  “Ac¬ 
cording  to  Major  League 
statistics,  80  percent  of  line  drives 
fall  in  for  hits,  37%  of  ground 
balls  get  you  on  base,  while  only 
18%  of  balls  hit  in  the  air  fall 
safely.”  So  much  for  the  big  stick. 

His  swing,  which  he  executes 
from  both  sides  of  the  plate,  was 
smooth  and  almost  effortless.  But 
once  he  got  into  the  mechanics  of 
the  right  arc,  the  positions  of  the 
hands,  elbows,  feet  and  hips,  the 
group  gasped  at  the  seeming 
complexity  of  it  alL 

“Yet,  baseball  is  simple,”  he 
insists.  “There  are  no 'secrets!.** 


While  Lefebvre  was  running 
his  charges  through  infield  drills, 
Suplizio  was  talcing  his  students 
through  their  paces  in  the  out¬ 
field.  He  was  showing  the  proper 
way  to  handle  line  drives,  over- 
the-shoulder  catches,  throwing 
numers  out,  and  deciding  where 
to  throw  the  ball  before  it’s  hit 
your  way. 

Suplizio,  62,  is  a  devotee  of  the 
Casey  Stengel  school  of  manag¬ 
ing.  “Casey  would  take  the  entire 
team  on  a  tour  of  every  position 
on  the  field,  including  the  on- 
deck  circle,  and  would  tell  them 
what  they  should  be  thinking  at 
each  spot** 

Suplizio,  a  defensive  whiz  in 
centerfield,  never  played  big 
league  ball.  “In  September  1956, 

I  was  playing  Triple  A  ball  in 
Birmingham,  and  was  due  to  be 
called  up  to  the  Yankees  to  be 
Mickey  Mantle’s  caddy  (backup). 


He  was  going  for  the  Triple 
Crown  that  year  and  Stengel 
wanted  to  rest  him  from  time  to 
time.  Just  before  I  was  to  join  the 
team,  I  broke  my  arm.  Four  oth¬ 
ers  with  whom  1  was  supposed  to 
go  up  all  made  the  majors  ... 
except  me.” 

Suplizio  turned  his  misfortune 
into  a  long  career  as  an  instruc¬ 
tor.  He  is  presently  completing 
his  37th  year  in  the  coaching 
ranks. 

Dobson,  53,  pitched  in  both 
leagues,  taming  in  a  memorable 
year  in  1971  with  a  20-8  mark  for 
the  world  champion  Baltimore 
Orioles. 

Dobson  explained  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  keeping  the  pitching  mo¬ 
tion  consistent  “Otherwise  you 
telegraph  what  kind  of  ball  you’re 
about  to  throw.  Whether  it’s  go¬ 
ing  to  be  a  fast  ball,  curve  or 
sinker,  the  windup  and  stretch 


have  to  be  identical.” 

The  righthander,  who  pitched 
in  the  majors  for  11  years,  also 
added  important  pointers  on 
pitchers’  fielding,  especially  cov¬ 
ering  first  on  ground  balls  to  the 
first  baseman  and  handling  the 
bunt. 

Dobson  is  now  an  advance 
scout  for  the  Rockies.  He  watch¬ 
es  trams  who  are  scheduled  to 
play  Colorado  and  wires  back  in¬ 
valuable  tips  on  how  pitchers  and 
batters  ream  in  certain  situations. 

And  what  about  the  strike?  No 
one  wanted  to  speak  on  the  re¬ 
cord  because  coaches  are  in  a  no- 
win  situation.  If  they  stick  with 
the  players,  they  risk  being  fired 
by  the  management.  If  they  side 
urith  the  bosses,  they  are  seen  as 
turncoats.  It’s  a  sticky  business. 

The  clinic  continues  today  and 
tomorrow.

Sherf  quits  Hap.  TA 


ZVI  SHERF  last  night  resigned 
as  HapoeJ  Tel  Aviv  basketball 
coach.  At  a  specially  convened 
team  meeting,  he  claimed  he  had 
no  choice  because  “he  had  not 
been  paid  for  five  months.’ ' 

He  will  be  replaced,  at  least 
temporarily,  by  the  deputy  coa¬ 
ch,  Ya’ir  Sharon. 

The  flamboyant,  outspoken 
Sherf  was  head  coach  at  Maccabi 
Tel  Aviv  for  a  number  of  years. 
In  1992-3  he  went  to  Hapoel  Jeru¬ 
salem  but  left  in  mid-season,  also 
because  of  a  financial  dispute 
with  the  dub.  He  went  to  the 
Greek  team,  Aris  Saloniki,  and 
steered  that  squad  to  a  win  in  the 
European  Cup.  He  then  returned 
to  Israel  last  year  and  helped 
guide  Hapoel  Tel  Aviv  to  be  run¬ 
ner-up  in  the  national  league.

FA:  Cantona  will  be  punished 


LONDON  (Reuter)  -  Eric  Cantona  can  expect  a 
severe  punishment  for  attacking  a  fan  during  a 
match  on  Wednesday  night,  the  English  Football 
Association  (FA)  said  yesterday. 

Graham  kelly,  the  FA’s  chief  executive,  an¬ 
nouncing  a  formal  charge  against  Cantona  of  mis¬ 
conduct  bringing  the  game  into  disrepute,  added: 
“What  happened  last  night  was  a  stain  on  our  game. 
If  any  offense  is  proved,  the  player  concerned  is 
bound  to  face  a  severe  punishment” 

Kelly  said  that  the  Manchester  United  and  French 
international  forward  would  be  given  14  days  to 
respond  before  an  FA  Commission  considers  the 
case. 

Cantona,  28,  made  a  flying  kangfu-style  kick  at  a 
fan  moments  after  being  sent  off  in  the  Premier 


League  match  at  Crystal  Palace.  He  was  also  seen  by 
millions  watching  on  television  of  punching  the  same 
fan  in  the  face. 

The  FA  has  not  suspended  Cantona  itself,  but  has 
implied  that  it  expects  Manchester  United  to  leave  it 
out  of  the  team  to  play  Second  Division  Wrexham  in 
an  FA  Cup  fourth  round  match  at  Old  Trafford 
tomorrow. 

Kelly  said  that  although  the  FA  had  the  power  to 
take  action  against  Manchester  United,  it  was  un¬ 
likely  to  do  so. 

Of  more  serious  concern  to  Cantona  perhaps,  is 
the  police  inquiry  into  the  incident. 

The  police  have  interviewed,  or  will  be  interview¬ 
ing  shortly,  a  large  number  of  fans  who  witnessed 
the  attack. 


National  League  soccer  returns 


NATIONAL  League  soccer  re¬ 
turns  for  the  second  half  of  the 
season  tomorrow,  amid  expecta¬ 
tions  for  higher  standards  of  play 
and  a  tight  race  to  the  finish. 

With  another  15  rounds  to  go, 
the  National  League  sides  are 
back  after  a  month’s  rest,  during 
which  the  players  and  club  staff 
have  had  time  to  take  stock  of  the 
fust  half  of  the  season.  The  hiatus 
is  in  line  with  the  Europeaniza¬ 
tion  of  -the  game  here  and- is  an 
example;  taken  from  .many  of  the 
continent’s  leagues  which  also 
take  a  break  during  Christmas 
and  the  New  Year  holidays. 

But  while  festivities  and  severe 
weather  conditions  may  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  IFA’s 
decision  to  give  the  local  league  a 
rest  it  does  put  everybody  in 
synch  with  the  rest  of  Europe  and 
will  allow  the  coming  season  to 
start  well  before  Israel’s  repre¬ 
sentatives  are  ready  to  take  the 
field  in  next  season’s  European 
cup  competitions. 

While  most  of  Europe  takes  a 
mid-winter  break,  the  trend  is  re¬ 
versed  in  England  and  Scotland. 
The  English  Premiership  in  par¬ 
ticular  is  the  focus  of  attention 
during  this  time  of  year,  a  fact 
that  has  not  escaped  many  Israe¬ 
lis,  who  boarded  flights  to  Lon¬ 
don  to  take  in  a  week's  exhilarat¬ 
ing  soccer  action. 

Israeli  coaches  and  players 
were  no  exception,  and  many  of 
them  capitalized  on  the  cheap  air 
fares  to  try  and  gain  a  little 
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inspiration  from  one  of  the  most 
exciting  leagues  in  the  world  at  a 
time  when  an  intrepid  soccer  afi¬ 
cionado  can  watch  as  many  as 
three  live  matches  in  one  day.

While  Maccabi  is  favored  to 
win  this  one  and  thus  maintain  its 
two-point  lead  at  the  top,  the 
small  matter  of  Alon  Mizrahi  will 
be  the  focus  of  attention.  The 
striker,  who  walked  out  on  Mac¬ 
cabi  Tel  Aviv  after  severe  differ¬ 
ences  with  coach  Avraham  Grant 
is  on  loan  to  Ashdod  before  re¬ 
turning  to  his  former  dub,  Mac¬ 
cabi  Haifa,  next  season.  Nothing 
would  give  Mizrahi  more  plea¬ 
sure  than  to  score  against  Mac¬ 
cabi  and  one  can  assume  that  he 
wDl  do  everything  in  his  power  to 
prove  that  Grant  was  wrong  in 
not  giving  him  more  free  rein  up 
front  while  he  was  with  Tel  Aviv.

OC  Northern  Command 
Maj.-Gen.  Amiram  Levine 
summoned  and  reprimanded 
Hacohen  on  disciplinary 
grounds.  He  was  charged  with 
behavior  unbecoming  an  officer 
for  making  abusive  and  deroga¬ 
tory  remarks  about  women  sol¬ 
diers  in  the  IDF  and  women  in 
general. 

In  a  letter  to  Levine,  Hacohen 
asked  to  make  a  public  apology 
and  said  that  he  had  made  inex¬ 
cusable  remarks.  Hacohem  de¬ 
scribed  his  own  behavior  as  un¬ 
acceptable  and  stupid,  and  did 
not  try  to  say  bis  words  were 
taken  out  of  context. 

“1  have  no  excuse  whatsoever 
for  a  stupid  and  unthoughtful 
thing  1  said...  I  apologize  to  any¬ 
one  who  felt  insulted. . .  even  my 
wife  gave  me  hell,”  he  told 
Army  Radio  yesterday. 

In  a  speech  he  made  without 
obtaining  the  required  formal 
approval  from  his  superiors  -  for 
which  he  was  also  reprimanded 
-  Hacohen  told  a  group  of 
twelfth  graders  at  the  Gymnasia 
Re  ha  via  high  school  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem:  “Men  are  traditionally 
warriors,  while  women  were  al¬ 
ways  whores.”

Dean  Uriel  Rozea-Zvi,  who 
brought  the  proposal  to  the  senate, 
said  the  psychometric  entrance  ex- 
aminntinn  is  not  Snfflci«lt  to  pre¬ 
dict  who  would  succeed  in  the  legal 
field.  The  students  In  question 
scored  approximately  25  prints  be- 
tow  the  cut-off  rate  for  the  Law 
Faculty,  which  requires  a  very  high 
score  for  admittance. 

Rozen-Zvi  called  the  senate’s 
decision  “a  serious  mistake,'*  de¬ 
scribing  the  typical  law  student  as 
bring  from  middle-class  back¬ 
ground  “without  too  modi  social 
consciousness.” 

This,  be  said,  would  later  have 
an  effect  on  the  entire  judicial 
process  hi  Israel. 

Since  the  senate  session,  at 
which  the  issue  was  debated,  was 
poorly  attended,  Rozen-Zvi  said, 
he  plans  to  demand  that  the  body 
reconvene  with  all  its  members  to 
reverse  the  decision.
